There weems to be more Democratic dis: 
satisfaction with the sugar schedule than 
with anything else, ‘bho party has been so 
violontly opposed to bounties of all kinds 
that many Democrats do not like the idca 
of temporizing with the bounty on sugar 
and repealing it by degrees, They want 
to Wipe it out all at once and be done with 
it, If the bounty was abolished there might 
be a duty of one cent a pound imposed on 
raw sugars, 

Such actiou, itis argued, would go far to- 
ward solving the revenue difficulty, for it 
woull reduce the expenditures by the 
amount of the bounty, and would in addi- 
tion be paying in so much money that there 
would be less need of an income tax or in- 
creased internal taxation of any kind. 

This very fact, however, leads thoso who 
favor an inconie tax for political reasons to 
regaril the sugar bounty with toleration. 
It inskes a tax on incomes in some form 
inevitable, 

The Democratic membera of the Ways 
aod Means Cominitteo have agreed to re-

I sald that {t woald take too 
long, and there were so many things hinged 
on the question, also I was nob appointed 
by any of the muntolpalitles to give evidence 
—I asked them to take B. Mallory's evi- 
dence Instead, as he was in the same bual 
ness that I was, and was nota pollticlan. 
After Mr. Mallory got through, Mr. Wood 
pointedly sald to me, ** You are not acting 
fair, when we come here to hear what griev- 
ances you have, you refuse to answer ques- 
tlons.” I ssid, 1 did nob care for the little 
matter of tariff ralsed on coal oll, binder- 
twine, &o., which they were making so mach 
foss about, 1 was more interested in how 
the tariff wes expended by them, than the 
ralaing of ib. 

The hogs I deal in are admitted free of 
duty and exported free of duty, as they are 
pore bred animals for breeding purposes. 
Farmers did not ask the Government to pub 
duty on pork when it was pub on, and it was 
put so high that the framers of the McKin- 
ley Bill made {t the chief reason for shub- 
ting out our barley and horses, which hurt 
Ontarlo more than anything else.

Mr. Henry Folger 
was asked to day, says the Kingston News,

reason why we should not export largely to 
the Pennsylvania market.

development of new mines.”

MANY WRECKS ON THE LEHIGH | 


NON-UNION CREWS DESERT THEIR 


TRAINS. 


Wrecked Wogines, Smashed Oars, Disabled 
Cabooses Strewn All Along the Track 
—Dend Trains on the Track—A Wild- 
cat Engine Orashes Into n Cnboose 


WILKESBARRE, Deo. 2.—Wrecked en- 
gines, sunashed cara and disabled cabooses 
are strewn along the Wyoming division 
from Coxton to Packerton, while freight 
traing are stalled in many places along the 
mountain, having been deserted by the non- 
union crews. The new men appear utterly 
unsble to run the trains with avy degree of 
Balety, 

It is snowing on the mountain sides to- 
night, and it is predicted by competent en- 
gineers that the first real cold snap will 
drive every non-union engineer and froiman 
from the road, as these green men canrot 
coutrol the trains on the steep mountain 
grades, some of which are 90 feet to the 
mile. Wrecks have become so numercus 
that officials are declining to give out any 
information, aud it is impossible to learn 
from them any but the merest details. 

It was belioved here Jast night that the 
situation is much more worse than reported, 
At Fairview, on top of the mountain, 12 
miles from here, an cinpty engine, No. 402, 
going at the rate of 30 miles an hour, 
crashed into the rear of a caboose this atter- 
noon, in which were seated two brakemen, 
Frank Wilson and another unknown, who 
were instantly killed. A few 
later the caboose caught fire and was soon 
destroyed, The mangled bodies of the 
brakemwnen were taken out, one having his 
arm burned to a crisp. The engineer of 
402 escaped injury, The coroner will hold 
au inquest to-morrow, It is reported that 
a brakeman, who was in the wreck at the 
round house near here tlis morning, died 
this afternoon. 


A Greon Switchman'’s Fatal Error, 
SoMERVILLE, N.J., Dec. 2.—A freight 
wreck near Bloomsbury Station on the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad last night killed J. 
Johnson, a brakeman, and wrecked both 
engines. Both tracks are blocked by coal 
cars. Johnson, in oponing the switch at a 
siding, also threw thé cross-over switch and 
caused a freight train to plunge into the 

train which was drawing off the siding.

his own acoount. Then he took into 
confidential partnership « London broker 
and they wentabt it op a largor acale, ho 
farnishing copies of these Amorican cable 
grams from day to day and tho broker fur- 
nishing the capital and handling the deals 
on their jointaccount. He cleared $15,000 
in the first three months and launched into 
ail sorts of extravagance. 

Then came his first downfall. One ot the 
partners in his bank happened to catch him 
making & heavy bet ona horse race, Short- 
ly afterwards he was given an order to 
carry to the bank’s brokers reading: 

Buy all the Erie you can get. No limit. 

He gave a copy to his brother partner, 
who forthwith madea great plunge. When 
the exchange closed that day Erie had 
fallen nine points. He and his broker 
partner had lost §112,500. The bank had 
discovered his confidential side partnership, 
trapped him with a bogus order, previously 
arranged to beread ‘‘sell” instead of “buy,” 
and broke his scheme and his partner to- 
gether, After explaining the trick the 
bank accepted his resignation. 

Then he got an appointment in the Indian 
civil service, and upon coming of age 
into $25,000 ‘tin the funds,” he left his for- 
tune in bank and sailed to India.

TRAIN WRECK3 FIRE A TOWN, 


Five Followe the Crant nod Theoe Men 


Were Turned te Death 


Winkesparne, Dic, 4,—A_ frightful) 
acoilent occurred On the Lehigh Velley 
Railroad at White Haven  yosterday 
morning. A freight tiain bound east 
broke in half ubout a mile uorth of White 
Haven, * 

Che engineer in charge did 
thatthe train was disconnected and pro- 
cecded on lis way. A tlagman and brake- 
man were on therearend of the train and 
they made overy effort to bring the ruo- 
away cars, which were running down grade 
ata rapid rate, ton stop 

They had nearly succeeded when 
engive No 171 camo slong behind. 

The flagman of tiie rauaway train was 
busy putting on the brakes and was not at 
his post to signal trains following. 

The engineer of the wreck engine says he 
saw no signal ahead, and whie ranningata 
rato of 30 miles on hour he dushedf into the 
caboose of the runaway train, which had 
then’ been brought almost to a standstill, 

The engine plowed its way through the 
cabouse and four of the cars ahead, finally 
landing in the principal street of the town, 
which runs parallel with the railroad. 

The steve in the caboose set fire to the 
wreck and ina shoct time the flames com 
municated to the dwelling houses along the 
strect, Ruhuke’s Hotel, the largeat in the 
town, was soon in « bluze, T. W. Ricker’s 
livery stable and grocery next caught, 

The fire departinont worked hard and 
provented the apread of the flames, 
The botel was. destroyed, aud also 
‘a livery stable’ and grocery store. 
Loss estimated $21,000, It is feared that 
two or three men are burned in the wreck- 
age, which is being cleared up as fast as 
possible, Flagman and brakeman of the 
train have not been seen since the acciilent. 
This is the most disastrous wreck that has 
occurted since the atrike began. 

The fire which was subdued and supposed 
lo be tinder coutrol broko out again alt 
10.30, and has extended, resulting in the 
burning of the buildings which comprised 
tho entire block, 

The loss tx now ostim sta l at $200,000, irre - 
spective of ths destruction of the company’s 
property, 

Late Saturday afternoon a serious wreck 
occurred at the Florence colliery, near 
Avoea. Genernl Yarduaster Fred Round 
had taken anenuine nt 5 p.m, to the cutoff 
on the mountain to move some freight. 
While passiig the colliery nta high rate of 
speed be crashed into na Delaware & Hudson 
coaitrain. The Lebigh Valley engine wae 
badly damaged and the coal cars ‘piled in a 
heap,

ANARCHISTS DREAD ARREST. 
Terrorists Had Assorted 
Nould Meet Veaterday. 


Lonpbon, Dec, 4.—The Loudon Anarchists 
tried to hold a meeting io pn ate Sat- 
urday, despite the refusal of the Home Secre- 
tary to grant the permission. A large force 
of mounted and unmounted police was 
present to disperse them. At 3 o'clock the 
fow of the Auarcbist leaders gathered at the 
pedestal of the Nelsou column to confer ns 
to the program. Shortly afterward Samuels, 
Nicoll, Prip, Presberg and about 200 other 
Anarobists arrived and mingled with the 
small orowd near the colump, Samuels and 
Nicoll bad. bundles of The Comuonwealth 
aod The Justice, Anarchist newspapers, 
which they soli to the crowds, 

Other Avarchists scattered Anarchist 
leaflets, Ono leaflet was headed, ‘Facts 
About the Chicago Avarcbists,” anotber, 
“Down With the Politicians.” While men 
wero distributing the leaflets otber Auar- 
chists came in smmall groups to this quarter. 
Those most activein making arrangements 
and scattering the literary propaganda were 
followed by detectives in citizens’ clothes. 

Samuels eurly took alarm, and retired to 
the north to watch procesdings, Nicoll, 
however, continued throwing out tracts, 
although four detectives were close at his 
heels. He did uot venture to speak, 

Comrade Quiun, standing in the shadow of 
Gordon’ statue, tried to address the gather- 
iug crowd, but be was seized by four con- 
stables, hustled off in the direction of the 
Nrtional Gallery, and warned pot to return, 

Ao Anarchist youth named Benbam 
mounted a passing omnibus and tried to 
speak, but he was bustled off and warned, as 
Quinn had been 

On the south side of the square Herseoga 
began speaking. He was taken forthwith to 
Scotland Yard. Quinn followed Herseoga 
until the officers went after him and chased 
Lint along the embankment, 

Comrade Laurence tried to speak from the 
pelestal, but was takeu down and marched 
away by the police, The police then cleared 
the square. 

The Anarohists met at their clubs in the 
eveuing and deolared that if they could get 
no permit for a meeting on the Sunday they 
would show more determiuation. They say 
they have bad six large indoor meetings in 
London -during-the day,

Mra. ©. W. Harris and Mrs, R, W. Bu- 
cbanan, The interest in the coniug case is 
entirely in ita technique, Dr, Henry CG. W, 
Meyer bas, if what is cbarged against bim 
can bo proved, disdained all sentimental aod 
romantic accesion in tle creation of a 
cause colabre, the interest in bin rests en- 
tirely upon his skill as a destroyer of human 
life—if fe is guilty 

Beyond inuking arrests and, perhaps, ob- 
taining confessions, Inspector McLaughlin's 
mou have had nothing to do with the case. 

That which tho prosecution, which is 

backed by all the omigbey rosooroes of tho 
Mutual Lifo Insurance Cowpany, will try to 
prove is (hatin the Grat place Dr. H. C, W, 
Meyor, bia wife Maria aud ono Ludwig 
Braudt, in the latter part of 1891, and in the 
city of Chicago, entered into a conspiracy to 
defraud certain insurance companies 
clos wore takon on Brandt's life io favor of 
bis legal representatives at the time of bis 
death, and then Mrs. Meyer wont through a 
ceremony of marringe with Urandt, under 
the name of Gustave H. M, Joseph 
Baum, iv order to become a bene- 
ficlury under the policies. Thore wns at that 
time, so far as kuown, no intent to do mur- 
der nnd Brandt was an accomplice to the 
fraud, Thoir plan, if it can be proved that 
they had aplan, at the time was for Brandt's 
disappearance, the substitution of a body for 
bis aud bis resurrection for a division af the 
Spoils, I¢ bas been said, though it may not 
be proved on the trial, that this was the 
meaus Of livelibood of Meyer and Brandt, 

In March, 1892, the trio and avother man 
named Wimmers, who is said to bave turned 
State's ovidence since, came to New York 
ond took the east side ground floor flat of 
No, $20 East Thirteenth-street. ‘Shortly 
afterward the alleged accomplice, Brandr, 
called, under the name of Paum, on Dr. 8. B. 
Mindel, then of First-avenuo and Eiz hth 
street, for treatment, for what be called and 
the doctor diagnosed as chronic dysentery. 

Here comes the crux of the case; here 
comes the miracle of Dr. Meyer's murderous 
skill, if he is guilty; bere comes the looplole 
of escape for tbe defence, Was this illness 
of Brandt's dysentery, as be supposed, or bad 
he, knowing Dr. Moyer as be did, permitted 
him, through the agency of the blonde 
braided soman, who was the real wife of 
the one and the formal wife of the other, to 
administer to him polsonous doses of curbon- 
ate of antimony ? 

For several weeks he lingered, quite un- 
suspicious of his alleged confederates in the 
fraud. For all these weeks Dr, Mindel cou- 
tinged to treat him for dysentery, Then he 
died and was buried in the Lutheran Ceme- 
tery, ond the survivors of the housebold on 
the ground floor flit suddenly flitted, 

The couspiracy of fraud and murder, if such 
it was, seemed to have sucoeeded, for Dr. 
Mindel had immocently made out the papers 
necessary for tie widowtoget ber money, 
But the Mutual Life had its suspicions 
aroused by the incautious appearance of Dr. 
Moyer and "Mrs, Baum” when sue came to 
get bér money, and ils chief inspector, 
Daniel G. Gillette, was buoting avilence 
“witha tHoe-tooth comb.” 

Mis ‘Was Dr, Meyers great mistake, if he 
is guilty, Nothing of record counected bim 
with the case, Hv was uever seen once by 
Dr, Miudel Ob bis visits to the Mat. But 
whou he came nod prompted “Mrs, Bauu,” 
os she answered questious in the Mutuai Life 
office, his loft an oponing. 

Mr. Gillette went at the opentng, and scon 
found out that’ Mrs. Baum’s" officious friend 
Was (he most famous suspect poisoner in the 
country, He bad beau arrested aud tried 
unstccessfully in Chicago for polsonioy his 
first wife aud tho busbund of a 
Wouado named Gelderman, who  be- 
camo his second wife. He bad been 
charged with attempting to poison ber be- 
fore be deserted ber. He tad been accused 
of admiuisteriug uitro-glyceriny to a man 
whose life was insured in bis favor and 
taking bin out rowing ou a bot sumuier day, 
With the purpose of bringiug Wins back dead 
of “‘sunstroke.” the Equitable company 
had refused to pay a policy of $5000 which 
he Lad on the life ofa woman whose proof 
of death came from Loledo, 

Tue exbuwation of Branit’s body natur- 
ally followed thes¢ discoveries, District 
Attorney Nicoll’s pathologists and chemists 
exatnined it, and said that they found proof 
of the aumivistration of at least 30 graius of 
antimony, The symptoms of poisoning by 
this drug are similar Co those found iu dyseu- 
tery. 

tbe arrest of Dr. and Mrs, Meyer was 
made in Detroit, where they were living in 
July last. It was made just before the 1'n- 

ledo Chief of Polico arrived with a warrant 
for their arreat id the Equitable Life matter, 
The doctor was immediately brought on to 
New York by Dotectives Traivor and Von 
Gerichten. Mis. Meyer wag brought on 
later, 

If this woman is innocent, if there has 
been any case of mistaken identity or in- 
nocent complicity, a serious charge lies at 
tue door of the prosecution. Sho was about 
to beoome a wother when arrested, Her 
cbild was born in the Detroit Hospital, and 
it died herein the Tombs, the victiin, uo- 
doubtedly, of its motber’s incarceration, 

Dr. Moyer will be put on trial alone.

The recent repeal of the provisions of law 
requiriug the purchase of silver bullion by 
the Government asa feature of our mone 
tary sobeme bes made an entire change io 
the Ce ape of our ourrepoy affairy. Udo 
not doubt that the ultimate result. of this 
action will be mos salutary aod far-reach- 
ing. In the nature of things, however, 
it is impossibie to know at this time 
precisely what conditions will be brought 
about by the change, or what, if 
any, supplementary legislation may, in the 
light of such conditions, appear to be cason 
tial or expedient. Of course, alter the re- 
cent fluancial perturbation, time is necessary 
for tho re-establisument of business coufi- 
dence. When, however, through this re- 
stored confidence, the money which hus been 
frighteneA Into boarding places, is returued 
to trade and enterprise, a survey of the 
situation will probably disclose a safo path 
leading toa permanently sound ourrency, 
abundanly suttloieut to meet every require- 
ment of our increasing population and busi- 
ness. 


In the pursuit of this object we should re- 
soluvely taro away from alluring aud tem- 
porary expedients, determined to be content 
with nothing léss thao a lastingand a com- 
prehonsive Auancial plan. In these circum- 
stances lam convinced that a reasonable 
deluy in dealing with this subject, instead of 
boing injurious, will increase the probability 
of wise action. 


He recomniends ao general reorganization 
of the army, hinting at reduction, and de 
tails the progress of coast defence work, the 
postoffice report, the report of the Secretary 
of the Navy, and thus refers to the pension 
question: 


The report of the Secretary of the Interior 
is of special value and interest, On June 30, 
1893, there were on the pension rolls 966,012 
names, an increase of 89,044 over the number 
on the rollon June 80, 1892, the discovery 
baving beet made that thany’ namev bad 
been put upon the pension roll by means of 
wholesale and gigantio frauds. The commis- 
sioner suspended payments upon a number 
of pensions which seemed to be fraudulent 
or wnauthorized, pending a complete 
examination. tving notice to the pen- 
sioners in order that they might nave 
av opportunity to establish, if possible, 
the justice of their claims, notwithstand- 
ing apparent invalidity. I am unable to 
understand why frauds in the pwpsion rolls 
should not be exposed and corrected with 
thoroughness and vigor. Every name 
fraudulently put upon these rolls is a wicked 
imposition upon the kindly sentiment in 
which pensions bave their origin. Every 
fraudulent peévaioner bas become a bad 
citizen. Every false oath in support of a 
pension bas made perjury more common and 
false, and undeserving pensioners rob the 
people not only of their money, but of the 
patriotic sentiment which the survivors of 
the war who sought for the preservation of 
the Union ought to iospire, Thousands of 
neighborhoods have their well-known 
fraudulent pensioners, aud ‘recent develop. 
ments by tho bureau establish appalling co :- 
spiracies to accomplish pensions frauds, Ly 
bo meaus the least wrong done Is to brave 
end deserving pensiovers who certaiuly 
ought not to be condemned to such ass cia- 
tion, Those who attempt in the live of duty 
to rectify these wrongs should not be accused 
of eumity or indiffereuce to the claims of 
honest veterans, 

The message goes on to discuss the Indias, 
forestry, the Civil Service law, the last of 
which is Inuded bigbly, and then proceeds: 

Alter «a bard strugele tariff reforin is 
directly beforeus. Notbing so important 
claims our attention, and nothing 8» clearly 
presents itself as both an opportunity aiid a 
duty—ap opportunity to deserve the grati- 
tude of our feliow-citizens and @ duty im- 
pored upon us by our oft-repeated profes- 
sions aud by the emphatic mandate of the 
poople, After full discussion our country- 
wen liave spoken in favor of this reform 
aud they baye confided the work of its 
accowplishinent to tbo bauds of those who 
are solernnly pledge! toir. Nothing should 
intervene to distract our attention or disturb 
our effort until this reform is accomplished 
by wise ond careful legislation, while we 
siould staunchly adbere to the principle 
thut ouly the necessity of revenue justilies 
the imposition of tariff duties and other 
foderal taxation and that they should 
be limited by strict economy, We 
cannot close our eyes to the fact 
that conditions have grown up 
among us which in justice and fairness 
call for discriminating care in the distribu- 
tion of such duties and taxation as the 
emergencies of our Government actually 
domand. Manifestly if we are toaid the 
people direotly through tariff reform ono of 
ita most obvious features should bea reduc- 
tioti iu present tariff charges upon the neoces- 
saries of life; not lees closely related to our 
people's prosperity and well-being is the re- 
moval of restrictions upon the importation 
of the raw materials necessary to our manu- 
factures. The world should be open to our 
natural jogenuity and enterprise, ‘This 
cannot by while federal Jogislation through 
the imposition of bigh tariff forbids to 
American manufacturers as cheap materiuls 
as those used by their competitora, It is 
quite obvious that the enhancement of the 
price of our manufactured products, ro- 
sulting from this policy, mot ouly confines 
the market for these products within our 
own borders, to the directt disadvantave 
of our manufacturers, but also increases 
their cost to our citizens, The interests of 
labor are certainly, though indirectly, in- 
volved in this feature of our tariff system, 
The sharp competition and active struggle 
amovg our manufacturers to supply the 
limited demand for their goods soon fills the 
parrow tnarket to which they are conflucd 
Then follows a suspovusion of work tu tollle 
aud factories, a discharge of employes ond 
distress in the bomes of our workingmon 
Kiven if tue often disproved assertion could 
bo made good that a lower rato of wages 
would result from free raw wa'toriale and 
low tariff duties, the intelligence of our 
working men leads them quickly to discover 
that their steady employment, pormitted 
by free raw materials, is the most import. 
ant factor in their relation to tariff legisla- 
tlon. 

A meosure bas been prepared by tho appre: 
priate Congressioval committee embodying 
tariff reform on the lines herein suggested, 
which will be promptly submitted for legig- 
lative action It is the result of much 
patriotic and unselfish work, and 1 believe it 
donls with ita subject @dnuletently ond as 
thoroughly ng existing conditions permit, I 
ami satisfied thatthe reduoed tarilf dutios 
provided for in the proposed legislation, 
added to oxiating internal revenue taxation, 
willin the near future, though perhaps not 
immediately, produce aufloient revonue to 
moet the needs of the Government, 

Iu conclasion, my intense fooling of re- 
sponsibility impels me to invoke for the mi bly 
fold interests ofa generoug aud confiding 
ost ee the most scrapulous care, and to 
pledge my willing suppart to every legisla. 
tive effort for the advancement of tho Kroat- 
ness aud prosperity of our beloved country.

little to give a clue to the perpetrator of 


the murdor There were mysterious 
actions on the part of Roger Allin, which 
if they can be unravelled will no doabt 


lead to the arrest of his assassin | 

In August last the deceased waa robbed, 
his veat being slashed with a knife, and his 
head and hand cut. Allin waa often 
asked point blank who it was 
that robbed him, but invariably evaded the 
question On Thaureday night last he 
wos again assaulted aud all bis personal 
property stolen. Doth attacks wore mado 
at precisely the aamo spot, indicating that 
the same man assaulted him on each oc- 
casion, 

The theory is that when Roger Allin 
eloped to Detroit nine years ago ho left 
several debts behind him. Those debts on 
his roturn were outlawed, yet morally they 
were debts, Was the robbery in August a 
forcible attempt to secure payment? And 
was the wurder the unlooked-for result of a 
acoond similar attempt? 

That is the clue the law officers are now 
following up. 

“What became of the murdered man after 
leaving the home of his son John in St. 
Geoige-street?” This is a little blue frame 
dwelling, situated in the Kettle creek ravine 
on the north side of the bridge and the east 
side of the road, one small house interven- 
ing between itand theriver, Roger Allin 
had come on the morning of Wednesday to 
make a friendly visit to hiason John, When 
he entered the house Mrs. Jobn Allin was 
alone with her little son Roy, 

Mrs, Allin wanted him to stay over night 
on account of the rain, but he refused be- 
cause he wished to get to the postoffice in 
time for the United States mail, being 
anxious to hear from bia son Fred in Cin- 
cinnati. She knew the time he left to be 
3.40 very procisely, because they had 
looked at the clook when Roger Allin apoke 
of going. 

He objected to remaining, too, beoause 
he had promised to be home for tea, and he 
was afraid his absence would cause anxiety. 
Ho was always a man of his word, Theold 
man went down the path to the gate and 
Mrs, Allin watched him from the side win- 
dow until le reached the top of .the St. 
Goorge-atreet hill. 

That was the last Mrs. Allin had heard 
ot the deceased until Thomas Allin came on 
Thuraday morning to ask the time he had 
left, 

‘Didn't he get home?” she asked. 

“He never will come home,” was the ie- 
sponse. ‘He is dead.” 

Mrs, Froeman, who lives in the first house 
north of the Allin home, had watched Mr. 
Allin from the window till he passed from 
hor sight going over the bridge. 

Mrs. Gilbert of Inwood, a daughter of the 
deceased, speaks of her father as being of 
avery kindly disposition, and she had 
neverknown him to use any offensive lan- 
guige orin any way be aggressive, The 
only éxception to this was the circumstance 
ot bisteaving the family about nine years 
ago. 

When he left home the only debt that 
she knew of was the rent, and it took all 
the proceeds of a sale of household effects 
to coverit. He hud, no business transao- 
tions since he last came homie, and of his 
business in the States she knows nothing 
He canie home because of illness, his head 
troubling him. Hoe thought the trouble in 
hishead was the result of pinkeye aud 
typhoid fever. 

Mrs. Gilbert had never seen him the 
worsé of liquor. Nor could she think that 
he had conmnitted suicide. The expression 
of his face when she saw him, still in death, 
convinced lier that he had been murdered. 
It was awful and bore evidenco of a fierce 
struggle, The blood being all in one spot 
indicated, too, that he had been held tightly 
in the grasp of an assaasin. 

Mrs. Allin thought it very hard that her 
father-in-law’s statement that he had been 
robbedin August should be treated so 
slightly. His head was cut, his hand was 
out, his vest was cut. Betore thie he had 
always rolled up his trousers before going 
to bed and placed them under his pillow. 
Being slightly deaf he would not easily be 
awakened by anyone entering his room. 
Whenever he had been usked who robbed 
him he had evaded giving any reply, and 
hebad been asked the question bluntly. 
She believes, and so does Mrs. Gilbert, 
that the clue to the perpetrator of the one 
crime is the clue to the perpetrator of the

An inquest be held on Thursday 
j Jolin Tyndall was born Auguay 21, 1820, 
| in the Village of Lighlin Beulye, nes 
low, Ireland Choe family were ae 
ants of William Tynslale, 
relighoiis reformer and tranelat 
Biblo who was burned at the atuke in 1536 
It was a Gloucestershire family ; but some 
of ite mombers migrated from Eugland to 


} Ireland about the wniddle of the eighteenth 


century, Thofather of the great evientiat, 
who also bore the name of John Tyndall, is 
said to have been a man of great intellee 
tual power and force of character He for 
feited hia inheritance through a disagree 
ment with his family, and therefore lived 
in oxtromely modest circumstances. After 
learning and piactising a trade for some 
years, he was appointed to a position on 
the Lrish police forge. In his *' Frogmonta 
of Svience’ Professor Vyndall pays un affec 
tlonate tribute to hia father's momory He 
says 

Sprang from a searce to which the Bible 
was specially dear, my early training was 
confined almost exclusively to it. Born in 
Iroland, I, like my predecessors for many 
geverations, wis taught to hold my owa 
against the Cuurch of Rome. I huda 
fathor whose tuemory ought to be to nea 
atay aod an examplo of uabeuding rectitude 
and purity of life. Socially low, but ment- 
ally and morally bigh and inilependent, by 
his own inner ouergics and affinities he ob- 
tained a knowledge of history which would 
put inine to shame; while the whole of the 
controversy between Protestautiem and 
Romaniem was at his fingers’ ends, Scill 
thin man, so charged with the ammanition 
of controversy, was so respected by hia 
Catholic fellow-townsmen that they one 
aud all put up their shutters when he 
died. 

Young Tyndall received his early edu- 
cation at the Public schools of his native 
town. He learned readily and stood high 
in scholarship, In one branch, that of 
geometry, he was especially proficient. 
Even before leaving school be had become a 
diligent student of Carlyle’s works, in more 
recont times he had frequently acknowledg- 
ed o heavy indebtedness to that writer for 
having early given direction to the natural 
bent of his mind. Mr. Tyndall left school 
in his nineteenth year and became an assist- 
ant to a division of the Ordnance Suryey 
stationed at Lighlin. He acquired a prac- 
tical knowledge of every detail of this ser- 
vice, and became skilled as a draughtsman, 
a coinputer and a surveyor, 

Eariy iu 1844 the young surveyor resolved 
to emigrate. He could see no opening for 
himself in the Old World, and like many 
other able men before and since, he began 
to cast wiatful eyes across the Atlantic. 
Some members of his father's family had 
cone to Amorica early in the present 
century. They had settiedin Philadolphia 
and achieved consilerable success in life. 
A regular correspondence was carried on 
between thetn and the family they had left 
behind, and young John Tyndall, atimn- 
lated by the news of their prosperity, re- 
solved to follow them across the ocean. 
The vehement protests of his relatives and 
friends, and the offer of aplace as railway 
engineet in England, induced him to forego 
his resolution, und the next three years of 
his life were devoted to engineering. His 
industry and ability gave excellent satisfac- 
tion to his employers; but still the prospoct 
before him was not alluring, and in 1847 he 
resigued his place to accept a situation as 
teacher in the newly established Qucenwood 
College in Hampshire. 

Tu this institution Mr, Tyndall developed 
a decided faculty for teaching, and his in- 
fluence npon the students under him was 
most veneficial from the personal. example 
of his life and the force of his character. Fis 
began about this time to contribute’ short 
papers lo scientific periodicals, and soon 
became kuown for the value and weight of 
his opinions and the lucid style in which 
they were expressel. In May of this year 
his father died, The son felt the bereave- 
ment with the utmost severity, In one of 
his works he has told us how, standing by 
his father’s bedside a short time before his 
death, he was impressed by the dying man’s 
growne to him Wolsey’s injunction to 

Jromwell—''Be just and fear not’—an in 
junction destined in this case to be faith- 
fully obeyed. 

In 1848 Mr, Tyndall resigned his ap- 
pointment in Queenwood College and, ia 
company with his friend, Elward Frank- 
laud, afterwards professor of chemistry in 
the Royal Inatitution, went to the Uni- 
versity of Marburg, in Hesse-Cassel, whero 
he studied chemistry under the eminent 
Professor Bunsen. The latter formod a 
high opinion of the young man’s talents 
and took great interes) iu directing his 
atudies, placing the laboratory and_all ils 
appliances at his dispos\!l. ‘lyndull’s ad- 
vancement in scientific attainment at Mar- 
burg was unvommonly repid, and it soon 
became evident that he had found his true 
sphere in life in conducting scientific in- 
vestigations, Besides his work with Bunsen 
Tyndall studied physics with Gerling and 
Knoblanch, and muthomatics with Steg 
mano. ‘Tyndall’s hard work in the labora- 
tory with Kooblanch resulted in a series of 
discoveries in maguetiam and diamagnetism; 
he incorporated ip the paper which tires 
made biina name in the acientific world, 
“On the Magneto-Optic Properties of Crys- 
tals and the Relation of Magnotiem and 
Diamagnetism to Molecular Arrangement,” 
written in conjunction with Knoblanch,and 
published in **'The Philosophical Magazine” 
iu 1850. The next year Tyndall took his 
degree, submitting a thesis on ‘'Screw Sur- 
faces” (in German), which won him high 
commeniation, The sarne year he went ta 
Berlin, whero, for a sliort timo, ho con: 
tinued his researches under Professor Mag- 
nus. 

In 1851 Tyndall returned to London, and 
#OOn afterward formed the acquaintance of 
Profossor Faraday, the beginning of a warm 
and long-continued friendship. To Fara. 
day he communicated the resulta of serios 
of experiments of such ingenuity as to lead 
at once to his election asa Follow of the 
Royal Society. In 1852 ho bocaine a mem- 
ber of the British Assoviation for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and applied, but ia 


vein, for a vacant professorship. in the 
University of Toronto, Canada. “'‘Ihe next 
year he was olected professor of natural 


philosophy in the Royal Institution, and in 
the Government School of Mines, 

Profossor Tyndall made hie first visit to 
Switzerland in 1849—the forerunner of a 
series that were dostined to boar important 
fruit, The publication of an essay on tire 
cleavage of slate rocks was tho proximate 
cause of bie joining hie friend, Professor 
Huxley, on a visit to the Swiss glaciers in 
1856, They afterwards published a joint 
paper on the structure and motion of 
glaciers, ‘Tyndall returned to Switzerland 
in 1857, 1858 and 1859, reaching Chamouni 
on Christwae night of the Saver yoar 
through deep snow, Two days ater ha 
aucoeeded in reaching the Montanvort, 
where he remained three days, forthe mont 
part in the midet of blinding snow, study- 


ing the winter motion of the Mor de 
Glace bor many years Protossor 
Tyndall made the Alps serve him for 
reoreution and solentific invostigation, gens 
erally in summer, but occasionally in 
winter, sometimes alone, sometinies in the 


company of Professors... Huxley sod iret.

In 1872, in response to a requ nigued 


by many prominent sciontifiv aul literary 
men of America, Frofessor Tyudsli visited 
this couutry and delivered 35 jecturcs, the 
net inoome from these Jocturce ann guting to 
more than $13,000 Professor Tvudall 
formed a scholarship fund, the income of 
which is given to scientific atudeuts in Hor- 
vard, Columbia and the Univers ty of 
Pennsylvania to further their stadi « under 
certain broad conditions in the universities 
of Europe. 

Professor Tyndall’s writings include 
many volumes and detached articles jn 
addition to those alresdy mentioned upon 
the most important branches of pliysical 
ascionce. They are marked in geucral bya 
stylo as delightful as it ia lucid and ener: 
getic, and by a taculty of presenting the 
results of laborious investivations iu « 
menner to attract the widest strention. 
His work, in virtue of these qualities, hes 
been of the greatest service in bringing 
scientific atudy to the high estate it enjors 
in the modern world, 1 

Professor Tyudall received tho dogree of 
LL.D, from Cambridge in 1855 aul from 
Edinburgh in 1866, and that of D.G.L. 
fron) Oxford in 1873. In 1876 he married 
Louisa Charlotte, eldest daughter of Lord

Ip the coarse of his leotare on Monday 
night in the Opera house, when mentloning 
the large number of awards for >heese 
gained by Csnadiat cheesemakers, Mr. 
Adam Brown mentioned the fact, that 
prior to 1865 nob a pound of cheese was 
exported from Oanada. All that was 
manufactured was used for home consump- 
tion. In that year Mr. Brown Intended 
running over to England and he and some 
others Interested In the cheese trade 
thought {t would be a good scheme for him 
to push the Idea of opening up a marked 
for the commodity {on England. Thore was 
no box factory In Canada, however, ab the 
time, but this difficulty was remedied after 
half an hour's talk with Mr. Oliver, who 
agreed to start one immediately. Mr. 
Brown, during his sojourn in the old coun- 
try, was successful in placing orders in 
every largo olty in which he stopped. The 
traffic has now swelled to an export of $12,- 
000,000 worth annually. If the gaining of 
so many awards at the world’s fair over the 
Amerloans advances the price of Canadian 
cheese but one fourth of s cent per pound, 
{t will mean an Increased revenue to the 
Oanadian cheese makers of $800,000 a yoar. 

Mr. Brown's knowledge of the commer- 
olal relations of Oanads is very oxtenalve. 
His eulogy of Hon. M. Bowell, Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, was nob Inappro- 
priate on such an occasion, He referred 
in eloquent terms to the invaluable services 
Mr. Bowell had done his country daring 
his fnoumbenoy of office and the good re- 
sulte which would flow from his Australian 
trip, from whloh he was now reburning. 
Osanada had reasons to be proud of his 
efforts on behalf of the commercial Inter- 
ests of this country.

This wheel being 4 leet tn 
dinmoter, was running at 1200 revolutions 
per minute, 

While young Hammond was in the act of 
passing to the opposite sido tho wheel burat 
into several pieces with torrifio force, A 
portion of it struck him in the left eye and 
ower part of the fotehoad, causing a deop 
@ash and wtrewing brains in every direc- 
tion, killing him ipatantly. 

Another portion of the whoel.gore his 
left arm off immediately below thé shoulder 
and was found lying on ® beam some feet 
distant. 

Another pieco went with great force 
through the roof, breaking in its passage an 
eight-inch aquare hardwood beam, aud was 
found fully 50 yards distant from the mill. 

George Bond and Hugh Grimbale, two of 
hie fellow-workinen, were also badly in- 
jured. The former had a leg badly cut 
abovoand below the knee and his left arm 
dislocated at the shoulder. The latter had 
his hands severely bruised, while other- 
wise badly shaken up, 


PLUNGED DOWN TO DEATH. 


Slater Thomas Abbey, President of St, 
George’s Lodge, *,0.E, 


Toronto, Deo, 7,—Thomas Abbey, aged 
38, a sinter, residing at 152 Morse-street, 
met with an accidental death yesterday. 

Abbey has been employed for a number 
of years with Alderman W. F. Stewart, 
roofer, Morse-atreet. He was working on 
the roof of the Boys’ Roman Catholic Home 
at Blantyre Park yostorday afternoon about 
4.30 o'clock, when he slipped in some 
way and fell to the ground, a 
distance of 30 or 40 feet. Abbey alighted 
on the frogen ground, fracturing his pelvis, 
breaking soveral ribsand sustaining other 
injuries.

Pego, « well-known 
Monarchiat, was in conimand of a division 
under President Peixoto and that Col, 
Mendez, a violent opponent of Republi- 
canisin, commands the National Guard is 
positive proof that there was no intention 
whon the revolutionary movement first 
broke ont of any attempt to re-establish the 
monarchy, 

It was an afterthought engendered by 
the wishes of the people in various parts of 
Brazil, and it is -yet to be soon whether the 
insurgents will make it the aim of their 
present struggle,

ONTARIO FRUIT GROWERS. 


The Annual Convention at Peterborough— 
Instructive Papers Read. 

Perersorouan, Deo, 5.—Over 50 fralt 
growers assembled {in convention in the 
Qouncll chamber to-day, belng welcomed 
by E. B. Edwards, Reeve Anderson and D. 
W. Dumble. Among the prominent specl- 
allsts present were: Profs, Fletcher and 
Oralg, of Ottawa; Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture James, Prof, Hutt, of Guelph 
Agrioultaral College; President Pettit and 
Secretary Woolverton, of Grimaby; A. M. 
Smith, St. Catharines; G. McClure, 
Winona; G. O. Oaston, Oraighurat; W. H. 
Hilborn, Leamlogton; W. Boulter, Picton; 
T. H. Race, Mitchell. 

Mr. 0. O. James gave an address upon 
frait statistics, whish the Ontarlo Govern- 
ment {s collecting, and reskoned that from 
returns recelved the Ontario fralt crop Is 
worth from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, 
reckoning apples at $1,50 a barrel and 
grapes at 24 cents a pound. This large 
estimate, equal to $7 a head of the popu: 
lation, was questioned, but Mr, James 
showed how it was made up.clearly within 
the mark. 

Mr; A. M. Smith, of St, Oatharines,read 
a paper on ‘How tomake Fruit Growing 
Pay,” his chlef points belng the choloe 
of suitable fralt and good trees, transpor- 
tation facilities and keeping trees and 
bushes free from insect pests. 

Prof. Hutt gave notes of a trip among 
famous fralt sections in the States, from 
which valuable lessons were secured. Ono 
feature of Amerioan frait oultare that ex- 
olted discussion was the number of imple- 
ments used for various purpvses, in this 
respect belng a great advance on Canadians 
{n the province thus far, 

Prof. Fletcher, of the experimental farm, 
Ottawa, gave valuable information as to the 
use of Insectisides, chiefly the popular 
paris green aolution and the kerosene 
emulsion. These met with remarkablo suo- 
cess. He made the {mportant announce- 
munt that legislation is belng prepared to 
prevention adulteration in paris green. An 
exhibit was made of grapes and a variety 
of apples, some of the latter belng from the 
Chicago exhibit, which catsed much Inber- 
est and favorable comment.

He Tovohes on the Wilson Bill, 


Axticonisi, N.S., Dec, 8.—Three thous 
and Conservatives listened to specobes Inst 
night in the rink from their Parliamentary 
representatives, Right Hon. Sir Joh 
Chompason and Sir Charles H. Tupper, 

A number of addresses wero prosented to 
the Promier, to which he mado brief re- 
plica, 

Sic Charles H. Tupper was tho 
firat speakor and dealt mainly . with 
the platform apd policy of the Opposition, 

Kight Hon, Sir John Thompson was re- 
ovived with rounds of applause, The 
Premier briefly outlined the condition of 
adairs that led to the Behring Sea arbitra- 
tion. Seventeon Canadian vessel bad been 
seized, theic crews imprisoned in Alaska 
jails and the wrecks of the ships 
strewn along that faraway const in token 
of the sovereignty of the United States in 
those waters. If that stato of afairs was 
permitted the British flag would no longer 
bea protection to British people. Under 
the old methods war would have ensued, 
and he was in aA position to 
say that Britain was fully  pre- 
pared to defend Cannda, The Premier 
pointed out what that would mean to Can- 
ada. This country would have been the 
theatre of thehorrorsof war betweenthe Eng- 
lish-speaking nations, and the consequences 
would have been terribly disastrous to 
Canada, 

After referring to the cause of the fail- 
ure of the reciprocity treaty with Mr, 
Blaine, Sir John said that some features of 
the Wilson bill would be of great benefit to 
Canada, and the Government stood now as 
they had stood for the Inst 15 years, 

to reciprocate with the Unit- 

States as far as possible 
without sacrificing too muoh of 
our revenue or place our own people at a 
disadvantage, as compared with theirs. 
{Applause,) he aim of the Gcvernment 
had been to make Canada a .great country, 
and Cannda had been made a great country 
within the past 10 years. Because of our 
wiso and productive expenditures, the 
money londers of the world had such 
confidence in us, in our progress, in our re- 
sources and inour future that wo stand 
almost as well in the money market as tho 
Mothor Country herself. When competing 
for prizes with the nations of the world 
at the World’s Fair Canada swept the 
field. 

The Premier compared the condition of 
workingmen, farmers and business gener- 
ally in Canada with the United States and 
England, and showed that Canada was in- 
finitely better off than either of those 
countries, 

“Now,” continued Sir John “the Grits 
are very anxious that we should say some- 
thing about Winnipeg, and I am going to 
oblige them this afternoon. We lost Win- 
nipeg and thcy gained it; we are not hog- 
gish. [Laughter.] We don’t want the 
whole House ot Commons. A Parliamen- 
tary majority of 63 is good enough for us 
every time. [Applause.] It was proper to 
lot the Grits enjoy a Thanksgiving rooster, 
after patiently waiting for it 80 many years, 
[Renewed laughter. } 

“Of the 64 bye-clections during the pre- 
sent Parliament the Government has car- 
ried four out of every five and our majority 
has gone up from 23 to 63. [Applause.] 
Under these gratifying circumstances wo 
should not begrudge them the little 
rooster, (Laughter.] A  viotorious gen- 
eral after a battle said another such 
Victory and we are lost; another 
such victory as that at Winnipeg and the 
Grits are ruined. [Applause.] 

“When we started offin the bye-election 
fights the Grits captured Richelieu. They 
did so by theaid of Thomas McGreevy and 
Nicholl Connolly, whom the Government 
were prosecuting; but they paid dearly for 
Richelieu during the subsequent contests, 
and Winnipeg will be a very costly thing 
for the Grits betore they settle their bill. 
After extracting all thé plunder he could 
from Mercier Tarte became  Laurier’s 
standard-bearer in Richelieu, and was vic- 
torious by the aid of McGreevy and Con- 
nolly. 

‘Tarte proclaimed himself ae the great 
patriot who was going to rectify the wrongs 
of his fellow-countrymen in the Northwest, 
and now Joseph Martin, the originator of 
all the trouble, the man who has set race 
against race andoreed against creed, and 
against whom the party’s bitterest shafts 
have been levelled, is cordially 
congratulated on hia election” by 
Mr. ‘Tarte’s chieftain, Mr. Laurier, 
(Laughter.] Stealing their clothes, indeed,” 
exclaimed the Premier. “I like to sce the 
color on both sides of the clothes we wear, 
I don’t wear yellow on one side and black 
ontheother. Mr. Laurier is perfect 
welcome to his black Tarte and yellow Mar- 
tin.” [Laughter and applause. } 

He (Sir John Thompson) would be the 
last man to thrust religion into politics, 
though some people were busily engaged 
doing that elsewhere. The Premier pro- 
coeded to relate the facts reporting Mar 
tin’s determined effort to atrike down the 
Cuthbolio schools of Manitoba, and the 
subsequent reference of the appeal of the 
minority to the qourts, as the law provided, 
yot, because he had carried out the law pro- 
posed by Mr. Blake, and unanimously adop- 
ted by both Houses of Parliament, insidious 
efforts wore made to condemn him as trying 
to subvert Manitoba legislation, while in 
Nova Sootia, Paltry attempts were made 
to make it appear that he was solling his 
conscience and betraying those who wor- 
shipped at the same shrine as himself, but 
the pete intelligence and sense of 
fair play of his follow-ocountrymen would 
nover allow those miserable attempts to 
succeed, 

Concluding, the Premier expresued the 
confident belief that when the olectoral 
atrugule took place the heart and spirit of 
the country would be as loyal and truo to 
Liberal-Conservative principles as it had 
been so long in the past.

Sovutu Benp, Dec. 8.—Tho boldest rob- 
bery in the annals of crime in Indiana was 
committed yesterday about noon, tho victim 
being the South Bend National Bank, one 
of the leading banking concerns in (he state. 
The amount taken was $15,800.

This yielded readily, the 
combination having for some reason failed 
to work, and before the robber stood on 
tho counter a tray containing between $3000 
and $10,000. In the safe a pile of $14,000 
in gold and many thousand in groenbacks 
wos arrayed on shelves, The robber 
took $4000 in yellow coin, about all he 
could oarry, and $11,900 in bills. No 
siver coin was touched. The vault was 
then closed and the robber made his escape 
by means of a back door,

ATLANTIC MAIL CONTRACT. 


Pall Mall Emphasizes the Importance of 
British Noats Carrying the Mulls, 


Lonpon, Deo, 8.—As the time of the ex- 
piration of the trans-Atlantic mail oon- 
tracte approaches considerable discussion 
ariees as to how the new contracts will be 
awarded. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in u special 
review of the subject, says that the best 
trans-Atlantic passages are made from 
Queenstown. The outward passages froin 
that port are 10 hours and 53 minutes 
quicker than from Southampton, and the 
homeward passage 16 hours and 32 minutes 
better than the eastward passage to 
Southampton. Passengers embarking at 
Queenstown have aday longer in London 
than those taking passage from Southamp- 
ton. If all passengers sailed from South- 
amptou they would avoid the discomfort of 
embarking at Liverpool or Queenstown, 
Where time is not an object Souyhumpton 
is preferable. The paper adds that it 
thinks Liverpool will retain a large share of 
the passenger traffic because of its proxim- 
ity to the Midlands, The steamers sailing 
from Liverpool are under the British flag, 
while thosu sailing from Southampron are 
under foreign flags. It would be the hoight 
of folly, the paper declares, for Eugland 
to give the wail contracts to foreignets to 
help them fight English shipowners. It 
further says it doe not taink that England 
will give the contracts to foreigners, who, 
in Lhe event of war, would withdraw their 
vessels and ,leave the country without o 
Trans-Atlantic mail service, 

The article refers to the enormous ex- 
pense incurred by British shipowners to 
enable their vessels to conform to the Ad. 
miralty regulations.

BROOKLYN, Dec. 8.—Beforo the usual 
throngs that fornearly twenty-five years

While fire and hail, 
snow and vapor, respond to the touch of 
inspiration, if the frost made no utter- 
ance, the orcliesira rendefing would be 
hopelessly damaged and the harmony 
forever incomplete, 1am more glad

teoric restlessness of Novernber. ‘Three 
seasons of the year are passed, and the 
fourth, and last, has entered. Another 
element now comes in to bless and adorn 
and instruct the orld, Itis tho frost, 
The palaces of this king are far up in 
the Arctic. Their walle are glittering 
congelation. Windsor Castles and Tuil- 
eries and Winter Palaces and  Kenil- 
worths and Alhambras of ice. Temples 
with pendant chandeliers of ice, Thrones 
of iceberg, on which eternal silence 
reigns, Theatres on whose stages eter- 
nal cold dramatizes eternal winter, Pil- 
lars of ice. Arches of ice, Crowns of 
ic& Chariots of ice, Sepulchres of 
ice. Mountains of» ice. Dominions 
of ice, Eternal frigidity! From those 
hard, white, burnished portals King 
Frost descends, and waves lis silvery 
sceptre over our temporate zone, You 
will ¢00n heat his! heel onthe skating 
pond. You already feel his breath in 
the night wind, By most considered an 
enemy coming here to benumb agd hin- 
der and slay, I shbull show you that the 
frost is a friend, with benediction Di- 
vinely pronounced, and charged and sur 
charged with lessons potent, benoficent 
and tremendous. The Bible seven times 
alludes to the frost, and we must not ig- 
nore it, ‘‘By the breath of God frost is 
given.” 

First, I think of Frost as a painter. 
He begins his work ou the leaves and 
continues it on the window-panes, With 
palette covered with all manners of 
colors in his left hand, and pencil of 
orystal in his right hand, he sits down 
before humblest bush in the latter part 
of September, and begins the sketching 
of the leaves. Now he puts upon the 
follage a faint pallor, and then a touch 
brown, and thena hueof orange, sad 
last a flame of fire. The beech and ash 
aud oak are turned firstinto sunrises 
and then into sunsets of vividness and 
splendor, All the leaves Ser ones 
oue by one, but sometimes a whole for- 
éstin the course of afew day& shows 
great velocity of work. Weenix, 
the Dutch painter, could make 
in asummer day three portraits of life 
sizé, but the frost in ten days could 
paint ten mountains in life size. It 
makes the last days of an autumnal 
wood the days of its chiefest glory. 
Luxembourgs in the Adirondeokes 
Louvres in the Sierra Nevadas. Vaticans 
in the White Mountains. The work of 
other painters you must see in the right 
light to full appreciate, but the paintings 
of the Frost in all lights are enchanting, 
and from the time when the ourtain of 
the morning lifts to the time when the 
curtain of the night drops. Michael 
Angelo put upon one ceiling his repre- 
sentation of the Last Judgment, but the 
Frosts represents upiversal conflagration 
upon three thousand suiles of stretched- 
out grandeur. Leonardo da Vinci put 
upon a few feet of canvas our Lord's 
‘Last Supper’ for ail ages to admire, 
but the Frost puts the gleaming chalices 
of the fener fel glories of the Lust Sup- 
per of the dying year on the heights 
and lengths and. breadths of the Alle- 
gbanies, When Titian first gazed upon 
a sketch of \Correggio “he was 
wrought up into such ecstasy that 
he cried out: ‘If I were not 
Titian I would be Correggio,” and so 
Great and over-powering are the au- 
tumnal scenes of our Amerioan forests 
that one force of nature mightwell ex- 
Claim to another; ‘If I were not the 
sunlight | would be the frost.” Rugen- 
das, the German painter, suffering from 
weakness in his ght hand, laboriously 
learned to paint with his left hand, but 
the Frost paints with both hands, and 
has in them more skill than all the Rem- 
brandta and Rubens and Wests and 
Poussins and Albert Durers and Paul 
Veroneses and Claudes gathered in one 
long art gallery. But the door of that 
great museum of autumnal coloring is 
now Closed for a twelve-month, and an- 
other spectacle, just as wonderful, is 
avout to open. I put you on the alert, 
aud ask you to put your children on the 
alert, Tired of working on the leaves, 
the frost willscon turn to the window 
panes, You will soon waken on a cold 
morning and find that the windows of 
your home have during the night been 
adorned with ourves, with coronets, with 
exquisiteness, with pomp, with almost 
eupernatural spectacle. Then you will 
appreciate what my text says, as it do- 
clares, “By the breath of God frost is 
given.” You will see on the window 

pane, traced there by the frost, whole 
wardens of beauty, ferns, orchids, daffo 
dils, heliotropes, china astors, fountains, 

statues, hounde on the chase, roebucks 
plunging into the stream, battle scenes 
dying and dead, catafalquesa of 
triumphal processions, and as the 
sun breaks through you will 
, on tire, and bombardment with 
and illuminations as for 
victory, coronations, and 
the wing All night long, 
you Wore sleeping, the frost was

human art could ever produce, hun 
dreds of thousands of them, only fo: 
four or five houre, and then rubs them 
out, making the place clear for « display 
justas magnificent the next morning. 
No one but a God could afford to do 
that. It would bankrupt everything 
but infinity and omnipotence, 


Next I speak of the Frost as a physi 
cian. Standing wit the gates of New 
‘York liarbor autuinh before: tast, the 
frost drove back tle cholera, saying, 
“Thus far shalt thou come and no farther.” 
From Memphis and New Orleans and 
Jacksonville he sinote the fever plague, 
tillit reeled back and departed. ‘The 
Frost i# a physician that dacvara cities, 
nations and contijents, He medicines 
the world. Quiniue for malaria, antife- 
brile for typlioids, sulphoual for sleep 
lessners, antispasmodic for disturbed 
nerves, but in all therapeutics there 
is no* remedy like the small pel 
lets prepared by the cold, and no 
physician so skillful or sd mighty 
as tlie frost. Scotland has had 
great physicians, but her great doctors 
have been the Abernethies and Aber- 
crombies that have come down over the 
Highlands horsed on the north wind, 
Evgland lias had her great pliysiciaus, 
but ler greatest poctors have been the 
Andrew Clarkes and the Mackenzies 
who appeared the first night the tielda 
of England were rimed with white. 


| America has had its great phsiciaus, but 


her greatest doctors have been the Wil 
Jard Parkers aud Valentine Motis who 
landed from bleal skies while our fin- 
gers were benunitied aud our ears lingled 
with the cold. O, itis high time that 
you add another line to your liturgy. It 
is high time that you wake an adden- 
dum to your prayers. It is high time 
that you enlarge the cvtalogue of your 
blessings. Thank God for frost! It is 
the best of all germicides, It 1s the only 
hope in bacteriology. _It is the medica 
mwnent of contivents, Itis the salvatton 
of our temperate zone. It is the best 
tonic that God ever gave tie 
race. Itis the only strong stimulant 
which has no reaction. The best 
commentary on it I had while 
walking near here one cool morning 
with my brother John, who spent the 
most of his life ag a missionary 
in China, and. in that part of it where 
there are no frosts. He said there was a 
tingling gladness in his nerves indescrib- 
able, and an almost intoxication of de- 
light from the fact that it was the first 
time for years he had felt the sensation 
of frost, We complain of it, we scold it, 
we frown upon it, when we ought to be 
stirred by it to gratitude, and hoist it on 
a doxology. 

But I must go further and speak of 
the Frost asa jeweler. As the snow ia 
frozen rain, 60 the frost is frozen dew. 
God transforms it from a liquid into a 
crystal. Itis the dew gloritied. In the 
88th chapter of that inspired drama, the 
Book of Job, God says to the inspired 
dramatist, with ecstatic interrogation:— 
“The hoary frost of Heaven who hath 
cathered it?” God there asks Jobif he 
knows the parentage of the frost, He 
enquires about its pedigree. Hesuggosts 
that Job study up the {rost’s genealogical 
line, A minute before God had asked 
about the parentage of a rain-drop in 
worJs that years ago gave me a sugges- 
tive text for a sermon:—“Hith the rain 
a father?” But now the Lord Almighty 
is catechising Job about the frost. 
practically says ;—'‘Do you know 
its father? Do you know its mother? 
In what cradle of the leaves did the 
wind rock it? ‘The hoary frost of 
Heaven, who hath gendered it?'” 
is a stupid Christian who thinks so 
much of the printed and bound Bible 
that he neglects the Old Testament of 
the fields, nor reads the wisdom and 
kindness and beauty of God written in 
blossoms on the orchard, in sparkles on 
the lake, in stars on the sky, in frost on 
the meadows. Tlie greatest joweler of 
all the earth is the frost, There is 
nothing more wonderful in all crystal- 
lography. Some morning in December 
a whole coutinent is found bespront 
with diamonds, the result of one night's 
work by this jeweler. Do you make the 
depreciatory remark that the frost is 
impermanent and will Jast only two or 
three liours? What of that? We go 
into London Tower and look at the 
Crown jewels of Evgland, but we are in 
a procession that the guards keep mov- 
ing on, and five minutes or lesa are your 
only cpportunity of looking at those 
Crown jewels, but at the Crown jewels 
bestarred of the frost in parks and 
fields, you may stand and look deliber- 
ately and for hours, and no one to tell 
you to move on, 


O, these regalias and dinlemsa of 
beauty, flung out of heaven! Kings and 
queens on celebrative days have come 
riding through the streets, thiowing 
handfuls of silver and gold among thw 

eople, butthe Queen of the Winter 

forning is the only queen rich evnoug!) 
to throw pearls, aud the King of Frost 
the only king rich enough to throw 
opals and sapphires and diamonds 
Honiée describes a neckluce of umber 
giveu to Penelope, but the frost neck 
laces a continent The cuncaret of pre- 
cious stones given to Harmonia had pin 
ious of orange jasper and white moon: 
stones and Indian agate, but it was a 
misfortune to anyoue who owned or in- 
herited it, and its history, generation 
after generation, was a history of dis 
aster; but the regalia of frost is the ood 
fortune of every morning that owns tf, 
The imperial household of Louis XVI 
could not afford the diamond necklace 
which had been ordered for 
Marie Antoinette, and it was 
en and taken apart and lost, 
the necklace that the frost puts 
the wintry morning, though made of as 
many brilliants as the withered grass 
blades, is easily afforded by Divine 
opulence, and is never lost, but after its 
use in the coronation of thé field Is taken 
back to Heaven. O, mon wud women, 
accustomed to go into ecstusy 
foreign travel yOu come upon th 
torical gems of nature, whether 
jewel be called ‘* The Mountain’ o 
Glory,” or ‘The Sea of Light,” or "The 
Crown of the Moon," or ‘The Eveof 
Allah,” or “The Star of Sarawak 
“The Koh-i-aoor,” Limplead you study 
the jowels strown allround your wintry 
home, and realize that “By the breath 
of God frost is given.’ 

But Igo ao atep further and speak of 
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lity As the frost 
Iieaven, the Gospel descend fror 
Hieaven, By the breath of God frost 
give. By the breath of God the G 
pel is given As the frost purities, 
the grace of God purifies As the frat 
beslare tle Garth, 60 prace bejowels ¢ 
soul, As the frost prepare s for fo 
many things thut otherwise would be 
edible, so the frost of inal ripens ud 
prepares food for the soul. In the tight 
grip of the froat the hard shells of wul- 
nut and chestnut and hickory open, and 
the luxuries of the woods come into our 
laps or upon our tables ; so the frost of 
trial takes many a bard and prickly 
shell and crushes it until that which 
slung the soul now feeds it. There are 
passages of Beripture that once were 
eniginas, puzzies, riddles aod impossible 
for you to understand, but the frosts of 
trouble after a while «xposed the full 
meaning to your soul Fou suid, **l do 
not see why David keeps rolling over in 
his Pealms the story of how he was pur- 
sued and persecuted.” He decribes hiim- 
self as surrounded by Lees. He says: 
“They compassed t.e about like bees.” 
You think whatan exaggerating thing 
for lim to exclaim, "Out of tiv depth 
of hell have I cried unto Thee, O Lord.” 
Aud tiere isso much of that style of 
limentation in his wriiogs you think 
he overdoes it, but after a while the 
fiowt comes upon you in the shape of 
persecution, and yoo are stuck with this

your ears, und at jast you understand 
what Dayid meaut when he said: “They 
compassed me about like bees; yeu, they 
com pas:ed me about like bees,” and you 
go down under nervous prostration, and 
feel that you are as fur down as David 
when he cried, “Out of the depths of 
hell,” What opened all those chapters 
that hitberio had no appropriateness ? 
Frosis! Fora long while the Bible 
seemed lop-sided and a disproportionate 
umount of it given up to the cousela- 
tory. Why, page after page and 
chapter after chapter aud book after 
book in the Bible taken up with allevia-— 
tious, with pacilications, with conadol- 
ences. The Book seems like un apotiie- 
cary store, witii one-half of the shelves 
occupied with balsains. Why such a 
superfluity of balsams? But after « 
while the membraneous croup carries 
off yourchild, or your health gives way 
under the grippe, or your property is 
swept off by a bad investment, or per- 
haps all three troubles come at once— 
bankruptcy, sickness and bereavement, 
Now the consolatory parts of the Bible 
do not seem to be disproportionate. You 
want something off almost all the slielves 
of that sacred Dispensary, What lias 
uncovered and exposed to you the use- 
fulness of so much of the Bible tliat was 
before hidden? The frosts have been 
fulfilling their mission, 

For many years, poets and essayists 
have celebrated the grace aud swiftness 
of the Arabian horses. The most won- 
derful exhibition of horsemanship that I 
ever witnessed was just outside the city 
of Jerusaleui—an Arab steed mounted 
by an Arab. Do you know where thesy 
Arab horses got their fleetuess and poe- 
try of motion? Long centuries ago, 
Mohammed, with thirty thousand cav- 
alry on the march, could find for them 
not a drop of water for turee days 
Coming to the top of a hill, a river was 
in eight. With wild dash the thirty 
thousand liorses started for the streain, 
A minute after an armed host was seen 
advancing, and at Mohamm’s command 
one hundred bugles blew for the horses 
to fajlin live, but all the tbirty thou- 
said coutinued the wild gallop to the 
river exept five, und they almost dead 
with thirst, wheeled into line of battle, 
Nothing in human bravery and self-sac- 
rifice excels that bravery ond self-sucri- 
fice of those five Arabian war horses, 
These five splendid steeds Molam- 
ined chose for his own use, and from 
those five came that race of Arabian 
horses for ages the glory of the eques- 
trian world, And let me say that, in 
this great war of (ruth against error, of 
holiness against sin, and heaven against 
hell, the best war horses are descended 
from those who, under pang and self- 
denial and trouble, answered the Gospel 
trunpet and wheeled into line. Out of 
great tribulation, out of great fires, out 
of great frosts, they came. And let me 
say it will not take long for God to make 
up to you in the next world for all you 
have suffered iu this. As you enter 
Heaven He may say: “Give this man 
one of those towered and colonnaded 
palaces on that ridge of gold 
overlooking the Sea of Glass. 
Give this woman a home among those 
amaranthine blooms and between those 
fountains tossing in tho everlasting sun- 
light. Give her a couch canopied with 
rainbows to pay her forall the fatigues 
of wifehood, and motherhood, and 
housekeeping, from which she had no 
rest for forty years. Cup bearers of 
heaven, give these newly-arrived souls 
from earth the costliest beverages and 
roll to Uleir door the grandest chariots, 
and hang on their walls the sweetest 
harps that over thrummed to 
fingera seraphic, They had a_ hard 
time on earth earning a_ livelihood, 
or nursing sick obildren, or waiting on 
querulous old age, or battling falsehoods 
that were told about them, or were coin- 
pelled to work after they got short- 
breathed and rheumatic and dim-sighted, 
Chamberlains of heaven! Keepers of 
the King’s robes! Banqueters of oternal 
royally! Make up to them a hundred, 
fold, a thousand-lold, a million-fold, for 
all they suffered from swaddlivg clothos 
to sbroud, and let all those, who, wheth- 
er on the hills, or in the temples, or 
on the thrones, or on jasper wall, were 
helped and sanctified and prepared 
for this heavenly Yvoulm, by the mis- 
sion of the Frosts stand up and 
wave their sceptres! And T looked, 
ind, behold, uine-tenths of the ransom 
ed rose to thelr feet, and nine-tenths of 
the sceptres swayed to and fro in the 
light of the sun that nevor sets, and I 
thon understood, far better than I ever 
did before, that trouble comes for bene: 
ticent purposes, and that on the coldest 
nights the Aurora is brightest in the 
vortherp heavens, aud that ‘By the 
breath of God frost is given.’

Express Messouger Hawley Accidentally 
thoot« Himaolf. 


Dec. 9.—James 
agod = 28, unmarried, who 
with hie widowed mother at 114 Sry 
Patrick-atreet, accidentally shot and 
killed himself on a G,'l.R. train yesterday, 

Hawley war employ ed asa mo Saenger by 
the Canadian Express Company. He took 
the 7.50 train at the Union Station to make 
hia usual run to Niagara Falls.

“His face 
was cut where ho had fallen against the 
aanfe. Ho said nothing but the thres words 
aod then became unconscious, When the 
train stopped at Queen's Wharf in a few 
minutes he was taken out dead, The 
mouey bags aud valuable parcels in the safe 
were covered with blood,

revolver were lying, and from the direction 
of the bullet, itis believed that when tak- 
ing his revolver out of the safe the hammer 
canght on something and was drawn buck, 
and that in doing so was turned towards 
Hawley, or lve that he took it out barre} 
first and the hammer caught, causing the 
discharge.

Panis, Dee 11.—A dynamite bomb was ox- 
ploded in the Chamber of Deputies whilo In 
session Saturday, It appears that the procead- 
ings. boing very uninteresting, the calleries 
were not crowded with people, Suddenly 
from the right gallors some sortot a bomb 
was thrown or fellin the midst of tho as- 
sombled deputies, causing a loud explosion 
anda scene of tho greatest confusion, The 
police, immodiately after the oxplosion, 
closed all the doors of the Chamber of De- 

uties nnd rofused to allow noybody to pags 
hh or fo pegs out Until the Investigation was 
concluded. The bomb waa thrown at 4 
o'clock, Its explosion caused the ladiea. in 
the gallery to fly shrieking fro: the spot. 

The bomb seemed to bo filled with shoe or 
slugs, and wher it exploled these mis- 
siles were thrown with the greatest force in 
all directions, reaching even ns high as the 
galleriee, 

Th Prasident of the Chamber of Deputies, 
M. Dupuy, is reported to have bebaved with 
the most admirable coolness nnd conrage, 
and Is said to have done everything possible

jto restore order ond to prevent a spread of 
the panio which selzed upon overyhody 
yt when the explosion took place, 

Vhen quiet was somewhat restored it was 
discovered that nobody was killed outright, 
and M. Dupuy rang the bell of the President 
of the Chamber, calling the depnttes to re- 
sume their sents. About one-third of the 
number of deputies present at the time of 
ithe explosion obeyed the simmons of the 
(President of the Chamber, and when . they 
lwere seated M. Dupuy arcse and said, as 
calmly as if nothing bad bappoened: ‘Such 
attémpta should not disconcert the Chamber. 
Iinvite you to continue your discussions 
d4with calmness. When the order of the day 
{bas been dealt with the proper officials will 
do their duty.” 

The rooms where the wounded porsons 
were treated presented a sanguinary appear— 
ance. The wound from which Deputy Le- 
mire is suffering isvery dangerous. Hoe has 
a severe wound inthe neck, but je ox- 
pected that ho will recover. 

Atleasta score of spectators from the 
tribunes and galleries traversed the Salle dos 
Pos Perdus in ordur to. get medical assist- 
ance. All bad bleody shirts and cravats, 
and wounds could be seen about their faces. 
Among the persons seen to be eo wounded 
were o number of women, who were weep- 
ing with pain and sbrieking with fright. 
The Salle des Quatre Colonnes, which leads 
{nto the Salle des Pas Perdus, was covered 
with splashes of blood. 

The prefect of police, the procurator of 
the republic and the procurator-general 
hurried to the Chamrer of Deputies so soon 
ns they were notified of the outrage, and 
at7 p.m, all the entrances of tbe Palais 
Bourbon were guarded by gendarmes, and 
bot few spectators remained in tho vi- 
cinity. The police now admit that the con- 
tents of the bomb were spread all over the 
tribune and chamber, and that had it ox- 
ploded on the floor instead of in the gallery, 
or wore correctly speaking, as it was falling 
from tbe gallery, the numberof viotims 
would have been very large. 

The most extreme estimates of the number 
of people wounded by the explosion, esti- 
mates which are not confirmed,alreudy place 
the total at 50 more or less seriously injured. 
This number includes 10 or 15 deputies, and 
among them are M. Casonove de Pradino, Le 
Com te de Taujuiuala, Leclech and Gouter. 

Tbe room reserved for the wounded at tha 
Palais Bourbon has only one bed, and it was 
occupied by a wounded spectator, In the 
third bureau was the Abbe Lemire lying 
covered with blood on a mattrass supplied 
from the soldieis’ quarters, The face of the 
wounded deputy wis covered with a bandage, 
and he appeared to be suffering great pain. 

On a chair in the same room was a 
lieutenant of infantry who had two fingers 
of his right bond fractured; the lieutenant 
wasin the tribune when the bomb was 
thrown. Eight or ten other wounded people 
were found around a table in the second 
bureau, where their wounds were being 
batbed and dressed. Nearly all the wounds 
were on the face, chest or legs, In this 
bureau the most serious case was that of a 
lady who wis suffering from a fracture of 
thoknee cap. An elegantly dressed Austrian 
lady wos found 1» the telephono room, She 
was badly wounded about the head, and 
from which blood was running freely, 

Co}. Hnsuret of the Roumanian army, who 
wasin tie Chamber of Deputies whon the 
bomb exploded, was badly wounded about 
the neck and hands. The Colonel snowed a 
piece of the bomb which he had extracted 
from the wound in his neck, 

All the rooms in the Palais Bourbon were 
being converted into temporary bospital 
wards, Here, there and everywhore wore 
tables, doska and chairs encumberad with 
water bottles, basins and blood-stained 
bandages, while bright aud glistening sur- 
gical instruments of all kinds were to be 
seen on every side. 

Two deputies, MM. La Farronnais and 
Bamary, Wbo wore present at tho time of the 
explosion and who were allowed to leave tho 
chamber, volunteered the following state- 
ment; "Tbe bomb was thrown from the 
gallery above the right benches, into which 
the public is admitted without the formality 
of presenting acard. A fuse was attached 
to the bomb, which exploded in the air. The 
report was not very loud, and though the 
shell may have contained a mixture of nitro- 
glycerine and gunpowder, we could not be- 
lieve it was loaded with dynamite. The 
smoke bad aswell peculiar to nitro-glycerine. 
We are of the opinion thatthe outrage was 
not directed against avy particular party in 
the Chamber, as the bomb was thrown in the 
direction of an open space separating the

tribune from the first row of benches, and | 


had it exploded there the list of fata lities 
would bave been appalling.” 

Awbulances in the meanwhile coutinued 
to arrive in front of the building, and one by 
one the persons wounded in the explosion 
were removed from the Chamber of Dopu- 
ties to thoir homes, 


The crowd outside the building kept oon- 
stantly increasing in numbor, and the pub- 
lic excitoment was greater than ever. Some 
of the deputies wero now permitted to leave 
the building, and along with them other in- 
jured persons were allowed todepart, The 
wounded leaned upon the arms of friends 
their heads covered with bloody bandages, : 

The spectacle was heartrending to the ex- 
cited crowds pressing around the building, 
aud exclamations of anger and sorrow 
wore heard vp every side, Just at this 
time tho door of the Palais Bourbon opeued 
suddenly and two gondarmes appeared, 
conducting between them an {udividual 
dressed in gray clothing. They lod him 
across the sidewalk to the ourb, onlled a 
fiacro, mctioned him to enter, followed 
themeclves andall three were driven rapid- 
ly to the prefecture of police. The vebicle 
in which they bad departed bad soarcely 
passed out of aight of the multitude in 
front of the building when a similar inoj- 
dent was onsoted. The door of the Palais 
Bourbon opened sudd nly a second time, two 
more cendermes appeared, baving in custody 
another unknown person, and they alao placed 
him in a fiacre and drove away with bin to 
the prefecture, Naturally these mysterious 
proceedings aroused the greates? curiosity 
among the eye-witnesses of them, Tho pri- 
souer gave the name of Lenoir 

Suob of the remains ofthe bomb as bave 
beon found are made of glnc. Tho missile of 
destruction was probably a sardine box, Ite 
contents are still unknown, but they are now 
bolioved to have boen some destructive chlor

Upon searching the 
founda full biography of Vaillant 
carcer justified all that the detectives bad 
paid of bim. Four detectives then went to 
tbe Hotel Dieu und sought the bed on 
Vaillant lay suffering from many wounds 
In reply to the request be sald bis name was 
Muarobalaod, that he lived tu Choisy le Roi, 
When asked for more information ho grew 
angry and refused to speak 

At 0 o'clock thie morping the Proourour ol 
the Republic and M. Lepine, prefect of 
police, arrived at the Hotel Dieu. After 
conferring With the detectives they sent to 
Vaillanv’s bedside, The procureur sali 

O#ltively: ‘*Youare not Marchal. You are 

Jaillaiante,” Vaisjinnd started, hesitated 
& moment, then blurted out peevisbly, So 
I om. Yes, I am,Auguste Vaillant, and 1 
threw the bomb because | bave bad enough 
of this blood-sucking bourgeois society.” 

He then told bis story with ao air of 
bravado. Ho attended the Chamber, be 
said, for the purpoas of throwing the bomb 
at M. Dupuy, tuo President of the House, 
A woman who sat next to him, seeing him 
prepare to throw the bomb, trigu to seize bis 
arm, Sbe failed in the attempt, but spoiled 
hisaim, The bomb struck the cornice of 
the public gallery and exploded. Vaillant’s 
injuries wore s0 severe that he fell to the 
floor, When the panic started in the 
Chamber he tried, a8 did mauy others, to 
escape, but was prevented hy the javitors. 
Tn conclusion Vaillant said; “Lam sorry | 
failed. I hopo others who follow mo will be 
more fortunate, Long live Anarchy.” 

When questioned in detail regarding bis 
accomplices be refused tos He ad. 
mitted that he made the bomb himself. He 
took a small iron saucepan, inserted in it a 
glass tuve full of picric acid, surrounded the 
tube with cotton woul and prussiate of soda, 
the cotton wool beiug saturated with sul- 
pbhuric acid. Ho easily carried the bomb in 
one of bis pockets. Vaillant further de- 
scribed articles which mi:bt be found in the 
apartineut last oceupled by him in Paris, 
This apartment was in the Hotel De |’ Union, 
No. 80 Rue Laguerre, where the prisoner was 
koown as Marchal. He tried to frighten the 
pas by saying they would do well to 

audle the articles witb greut care lest they 
exploded, The truuk,be added, was especially 
dangerous, Vaillant gave this information 
piecemeal, interlarding bis statemonts with 
braggadocio and sel{-glorification. 

After M, Lepine, the prefect, was done 
with Vaillant be took M. Rollier and Meiyer 
of the Police Departmont and the examining 
magistrate, M. Clement, to No. 80 Rue La- 
guerre. lbere they learned Vaillant had 
engaged the room one week ago, In it were 
® quantity of pails and a bomb in the form 
ofalarge saucepav, This bomb bad been 
made, itis thought, for use in the Chamber 
of Deputies, but was discarded for the 
smaller one on account of its clumsiness aud 
the difficulty of concealing it. 

Vaillant was among the spectators detain- 
ed in the chainber after the explosion, His 
right arm was shattered, his nose was blown 
off and bis neck and chin were lacorated. He 
still suffers much pain. He will be further 
examined to-morrow. In the meantime the 
police are hard at work making inquiries and 
searches. 

Vaillunt’s trunk in bis apartment in the 
Hotel Del Union was opened this evening 
and was found to contain nothing of an ex- 
plosive nature. Everything in the room 
was removed to the Palace of Justice. It is 
now certain that Vaillant will recovér, The 
present attempts of the police to elicit 
the names of his accomplices were received 
with the {nvariable reply; ‘It is useless to 
seek accomplices; 1 baye not any. 1 alone 
performed the deed and claiin the responsi- 
bility,” His-bearing is that of a man who bas 
accomplished his purpose. He has resided for 
four months on the second floor at 17 Rue de 
lo Raffiner, in Choisy le Koi, with his wife 
nnd a daughter 10 years old. 

VaillauUs wife is very deaf, aud when an 
atteinpt was made to interview her it was 
found necessary to shout in her ear. Sho 
first asked; ‘He is wounded, isn’t be?” The 
womau isnot legally married to Vaillant. 
Sho said the little girl, whoso name is 
Sidonie, is vot hers, but a daughter of 
Vaillant’s legitimate wife, who is in 
Awerica ‘Auguste, she added, passed 
three months in Amerioa teaching school 
and still has many friends there. I cannot 
beliove what the people say about him. He 
is 80 good, so intelligent and aiwoys wishing 
everybod happiness.” It 18 sail 
that Vaillant is the founder of 
the Coisy-Le-Roi, philosophical society. 

Ten of those who were wounded iu the 
Chamber yesterday were removed to the 
Hotel Dieu, ove of the principal hospitals in 
Paris, The gravest case was that of Guille- 
tier, whose skull was fractured. The skull 
Was successfully trepanned by Dr, 
Dejars, ond ubless complications set 
in the patient will recover, The 
injuries of the other patients are not dan- 
gerous, Lieut, Saint Martins underwent a 
painful operation in the military hospital, it 
being deemed wise to extract somd splinters 
of bone from the fingers of his right band in 
order to obviate the nocessity of amputation. 

The Cabinet sat for four bours this morn- 
ing, Premier Casimir Perier presiding. An 
otticial note saya the Cabinet discussed 
monsures to be taken immediately to protect 
society from further outrages, A Cabinet 
couuoill will beheld Monday, President Carnot 
presiding when the Government's proposals 
will be gubmitted by the President in their 
final shape. These proposals will be pre- 
sented to the Chamber of Deputios iu the 
afternoon. 

The representative of the United 
Press learns that the Government 
oims at o stringoot regulation of the trafficin 
explosives. Special provisions will be made 
for the punishment of persons guilty of mak- 
ing, detaining or using oxplosives with 
criminal intent, Penalties will also be pro- 
vided for those who incite murder or de- 
struction of property by explosives ‘The 
Goveromont will demand an extra crejit to 
reinforce the police while they are repressing 
the Anarchists. 

Doubts have arisen ghis evoning aos to 
whether Vaillant wasthe man who threw 
the bomb, It is suspected that he was an 
accomplice and thathe simply rcreened the

Hostated the names which be bad as- 
sumed besides those of Karl Kirfel, which 
fs supposed to be his own prop rly by 
cbristeniug, and Carl Muller, which ja bis 
own by virtue of common uvago during 
many years 

He cheerfully acknowledged that be bad 
played the piano in dance houses, etc, in 
Chicago, until 1890, when bo got into trouble 
through using the United States mails for a 
fraudulent matrimonial agercy scveme, 

In jail, where he went after his imatri- 
movial scheme wos broken up, be mot the 
real Baum, who was a sickly rascal, come of 
a good family in Germany; aud Ludwig 
Brandt aod Dr. Moyer. 

“Seyer told me the s«cheme Iwas in 
no good," he continued. “He eaid I could 

68 money by thousands by golug in with 

im to swindle the life insurance companies. 
On May 29, 1891, I went to Chicago and met 
Meyor and bis wife. I told him I didn't 
Wantto get into any more trouble. He 

sked me if I bad seen Baum lately, ani if 
so how he looked, I said he looked bad. 
|Moyer said he bad been to visit him in 
rixon. He asked me if I remembered 
raudc, Just then Braudt caine io the back 
door of Meyer's house aud recoguized bim. 

“Ho enid be wanted to bave Bau insured 
without bim knowing it.

igeeniany: Then he went to Germany, 
and Idiin'tsee Moyer till the fall of isu!.

“On the morning of Fob. 26 Brandt aud I

ately. Brandt and I talked over the scheme 
Brandt took a card, wrote Baum on it, and 
{put it over the letterbox. On March 6, 1892, 
'Dr. Meyer camo to New York. 

‘“T saw Dr. Meyer and his wife at No. 320 
(East Thirteenth-street. Mra Meyer suggest- 
jod that something was yet lacking in the way 
of elegance, aud I said a piano would be just 
ithe thivg. 

“Meyerand J hired a piano. I signeda 
contract for it—signed the name ‘Joseph 
eet and the piano wasdelivered the same 
\day. 

“Next day I saw Meyer and bis wifo and 
Brandt, and we talked over the in«urance 
scheme. Meyer said that Brandtor I must 
jget sick. Ideclined to be made. sick, aud 

Braudt was also uowilling. ‘oen be said le 
mus? find a sick man somehow. Meyar went 
with me to Bellevue Hospital and tried to 
jgot in to flodasick mao, Meyer wasn't ad- 
mitted, ‘ben Meyer called my attention to 
the dispeosary across the street, saying. 
‘That's the right place to fini a sick nau 
They're all poor people who are treated 
there.” A young mao about 24 years old 
was sitting down before the dispensary. Hoe 
looked very sick. Dr. Meyer went over to 
speak to bim, and then oume over anii said to 
mé, ‘He's no good because bis parents ate 
alive,” 

Muller then described a stormy scene n ben 
Merer and be returned tothe flat. Itlookestl 
os if the grand insurance scheme war about 
to come to nangbt Mrs. Meyer said she 
wanted to go back to Chicago and th done 
witb the whole thing—thatsbe didnt: went 
to risk State prisoy. Meyer ani Broit 
tried to soothe ber. ‘Then Brandt exclainied, 
“Tm willing to be the sick map.” ‘This 
cheered up Mrs. Meyor, aud the doctor be- 
gan operations immediately, 

“You must take sometiing,” he said to 
Brandt, “because we must get some strauge 
dootor to beliovs you have dysentery.” 

Meyer looked over bis medicine books and 
selected croton oil asthe best agent, Dr. 
Meyer wrote a prescription for. croton oil 
and had it filled. 

Meanwhile Dr, Meyer's wife was posing as 
Mrs. Baum, wife of Brandt, who bad as- 
sumed Baum's name, and Muller changed 
his name to August Wimmers. 

When Wimmers and Meyer returned to 
the flat Brandt said he was ready for the 
dose. He took three drops of croton oil an, 
grabbing up the bottle, called for more, He 
got something hke ten drops and bad to rush 
to the bathroom. 

‘While be was out,” said Muller, “Moyer 
described to me bow bad a poison croton oil 
was, Hw said it was sufficient to kill Brandr,” 

‘The vight before the croton was bought,” 
added Muller, ''Meyer went with Brandt to 
No.8 St. Mark’s place, where Dr. Minden 
has bis office, Brandt went into Miodeu's 
offices and complained that be was sick and 
Minden gave him a prescription.”

Bot this 
comparison is too favorable to the Reform 
government, as Is remarked by tho Hamil: 
ton Spectator, For, though {t points out 
the Increase ip expenditure for which Sir 
Oliver Mowat {s rosponaiblo, {t falls to point 
out that In 1873 the Reformers had been 
fn power two yoars, and had enormously 
focroased tho expendltares over thoae which 
sufficed In the time of the Hon, JohnS

Something About Deer. 

The Haliburton correspondent of the 
Bobcaygeon Independent writes: ‘*The 
quantity of deer exported from this village 
by railway shows that the number has very 
largely Increased. It {is more than double 
that of any former year. The number was 
176. These were not all carcasses, Tho 
number of carcasses was small, It was only 
the saddiss and hind quarters of the sui 
mals which were exported. The front 

uarters were all eaten here, I do no} 
think there were fifty deer killed beyond 
the 176 exported. 1» is safe to assert that 
the whole number of deer killed {n the dis- 
tric) north and east of here—a district 
fifty miles In extent—was nob more than 
250. The accepted estimate of the deer 
population is that there are three deer to 
the square mile. If the estimate is correct 
there are 7,600 deer in the block of fifty 
square miles. Therefore the killing of 250 
could not sensibly affect the deer popula- 
tion of the blook. This subjeot fs interest- 
ing, and it would be well to have {b dis- 
oussed, and all information obtained thad 
{s possible.”

ference to Crnadian Manufactures 
and Canadian Labor—KEminent Meform 
ere Quoted to show the Impossibility 


of free Trade 


Hantrax, N.S., Deo, 12.—The banquet 
to Right Hon. Sir John Thompson and Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper last night wae the 
most successful affair of its kind over given 
in Nova Scotio, Mr, Adam Burns pro 
sided, 

Sir John Thompson, who was received 
with prolonged applause, said he was proud 
to say that Canada had become a nation 
With om great possibilitios os that of any 
country in the world, If people believed 
half of what appeared in the Opposition 
press, there will be no tariffand no taxa. 
fion in the future, Under their proposed 
tariff reform the Liberal leaders will have 
bo taxation. But he (the Premier) mado 
no such promise. The Liberal.Conserva 
tives walt continue to raise the required 
taxation by tariff. 

Canada had not been made a nation with 


burdens which must be carried. One of 
those sacrifices was the annuel payment of 
$16,000,000 for interest and sinking funda 
of « debt incurred for public improvements. 
Then $9,000,000 or $10,000,000 had to 
be provided for the maintenance of 
public works, and the cost of Indians 
aod the civil service brought the taxation 
up to the total of $27,000,000 before 
they could even cousider the items open to 
criticism or debate in Parliament at all. 
(Hear, hear.) These latter requirements 
for the public service aggregate $9,000,000 
or $10,000,000, or only $3,000,000 more 
than they were when the Liberal-Con- 
sorvatives camo into power 15 years ago, 
and when the country was in a most de- 
plorablo condition—{applause]—so that 
you must raise $27,000,000 of taxes before 
Ks can even consider the items of the 
»alance required at present. 

Now, in tho past the expenditures of the 
country had been incurred in a way that 
increased the oredit of the country and af- 
forded great conveniences to the people. 

What we now say is that thore are fea- 
tures in which the tariff under which those 
taxes are levied can be improved. There 
can be no tariff, however good and benefi- 
cial, but that in the course of 
time and the consequent changes 
iu business, oan be improved, but we 
cannot, as already shown, provose to throw 
offany considerable portion of taxation. 
In that sense the platform of the two 
parties was the same, 

Revision of tho tariff b 
means the reimposition A | 
the taxes on tea, coffee, sugar, ridge and 
other necessaries of life, incréasing im: 
mensely the burden of taxation without in- 
crensing the revenue, The Liberal-Con- 
servatives did not propose to impose new 
taxes and raise less revenue, but they would 
raise only just = such taxes = as 
public necessities deinanded and raise those 
taxes ona protective basis. 

The Government policy was that goods 
produced in an American factory, and 
which can be produced in Canada, shall 
pay the duty and thus give the preference 
to goods in Canada and to Canadian work- 
ingmen every time. [Applause.] That. is 
protection and thatis what we mean by 
protection. [Applause.] In this respect 
there isa clear and distinot line between 
the two parties. 

Tho Opposition leaders are opposed to 
that patriotio Canadian policy and declare 
that they will never rest until they eliminate 
every vestige of Protection from the tariff. 
To carry out their policy they must lovy 
taxes on what the people cannot and do not 
produce, but which they consume. 

But Sir John did not believe the Opposi- 
tion leaders were sincere, and he quoted 
Blake, Mackenzieandothereminent Liberals, { 
who declared that free trade was impos- 
sible in Canada. Ifyou wanttoknow what 
wise Reformers will do, said Sir Johnf™@pn't 
read the dog-days’ proceedings of the 
Ottawa convention, but the sober and 
natural, statesmanlike uttersnoes of auch 
great Liberal leadora as Blake and the late 
Alexander Mackenzie, who declared that 
when they again attained power they were 
not goingto be revolutionists, and that 
they could not materially change or lower 
the tariff. 

Atter referring at length to Canada's de- 

termination to sustain friendly and neigh- 
borly relations with the United’ States the 
Premier referred to the Winnipeg election 
andremarked that oursister Winnipeg would 
soon realize the great mistake it hud made 
and would take tho earliest opportunity of 
returning to its allegiance to the only party 
that had everdone anything for that city 
or for the Northweat and which alone holda 
out the slightest hope of doing anything for 
that country’s future. [Applause.] But 
when itis remembered that the Govern- 
ment already curries seventeen of 
the enemy's scalps in its belt they 
could afford to be generous. (Laughter. } 
Ho had no fear that the religious prejudice 
aad fanaticism which had been aroused in 
the Northwest could be worked up in 
other parts of the Dominion. If he had not 
greatly mistaken the public spirit ot On- 
tario no such issue could be presented to 
the wlectors of that great and intelligent 
province. [Applause.} No such spirit could 
prevail in that magnificent provinoe, nor in- 
deed in Manitoba itself. Nova Scotia many 
years ogo laidin the grave all questions of 
religious fanaticism, prejudice and bigotry. 
[Appluuse.) He looked to the future with 
the greatest confidence. If Nova Scotia 
remained true to itself and Liberal-Con 
servativo principles, as he was sure it would, 
the other provinces would be all right. 

Sir Charles H. Tupper also spoke,

Guerley wastaken sick on Thursday even- 
ing, and reported off duly owing to what 
ho thought was a severe attack of colic, 

About midnight he became so weak from 
the excruciating pain no suffered that word 
was sent to Superintendent Esser of the 
Lehigh Valley, who bad tho sick man taken 
to the hospital in 4 company ambulance. 

Here tho physicians found him suffering 
from what they believed was n:senical 
poisoning, and endeavored by overy means 
in their power to save him, but he sank 
grattually until Friday night, when he 
rallied fora short time and was able to 
talk. 

He suid he could not imagine where he 
could have eaten any food that was pois 
oned, but that on Thursday afternoon he 
ate a veal cutlet at a restaurant, and ao 
short time afterward was first taken ill. 

During the week some 30 to 40 of the 
non-union men who boarded at the samo 
restaurant sullered from severe cramps in 
the stomach. The coroner ordered aon 
autopsy, which revealed distinot traces of 
poisoning. 

Tho stomach had almost been eaten away. 
They will make a careful diagnosis of tho 
case, and give their evidence at the inquest 
to-morrow.

If it is true, as stated, that agricultaral 
implements are chesper here then in the 
Srates, why this sgitetion In Manitoba 
end why shonid we {import in 1892 over 
two huadred and thirty thousand dollars 
worth mostly from the States, when it 
could be bought here more cheaply, and io 
addition pay nearly $100,000 ip duties, If 
what they abated was true and the farmers 
will persist In this ruinous practice then 
they should be made wards of the 
Government, as they are nob competent to 
do thelr own business. 

You wished to know whether I would 
have the daties removed from pork and 
oats, oto, :

factures and all others alike. There Is no 
oue Jn Sidney apd nod many fp the county 
more interested /n pork than [am, buteven 
{f it does ralee the price, which L boliove It 
does sometimes, 1 am still of the same 
opinion, os the consumers have to pay the 
additional price which fs wrong both in 
pria¢l!p!e and prectice, bub taking a purely 
selfish view of it we would not be recom- 
ponsed for the amounts wo sre compelled 
to pay on other articles. Becrure I do uot 
drink tes and because 1 ralee pork is no 
reason why I should want these particular 
articles taxed. Weoan never get rellof in 
that way, bot the question {fs 
that the best way to ralee the royenue 
necessary to carrry on the Government. 

Asa matter of fact this fall it has been 
higher at Boffalo than at Toronto, and | 
kaow that last spring tho Toron‘o pross 
siid that Boffalo packers bought al! tho 
hegs on the Toronto market, 5 Joush on 
one ocesalon, and of cooree they had to pay 
the duty on tho other slide, xo 1b seems to 
be ra'ber a doubtful protection. It was 
stated that we practically consume all of 
our hog produots, bat the Toronto returns 
show to the contrary, thorefora the price 
wll bo largely controlled by tho price in 
Eog/and as in cheese, otc, 

As’to my stateniont re wheat, which has 
been considerably commented on, was aa 
follows: **Wheat would not bs brought 
here when {t waa worth from 8 to 10 conts 
moro on the other aldo," implying thereby 
that euch was sometimes the case. I did 
not state any partioular timo, av | did in 
oasta and pork, and {f you will take the 
trouble to compare New York Sbate whoat 
with Oaterlo whoat of the ssmo grade, you 
will eee that oven on that particular day, 
and aloce that | was nearly correct, and | 
bave known It to bo true to the full extent 
of the ofght cents. 5 

The formers of this country never aeke 
for pro‘ection aud nolther do we want the 
manofacturersa to be protected as they are 
now, and if. the datlos were lowered we 
could Imporh more avd ib would have a 
beneficlal effeot on thse price of our pro- 
duce that we expurt on account of a saving 
fu freight fin nothing else by getting full 
return cargoes. Lower dutles does not 
necorsarily mean a lower revenue, 

We do not exjecb under the present 
changed condition of things todo an woll 
as we did twonty yeare and over ago, but 
with better trade relations we could be 
prosperous (even now by close economy 
and attention wo can make some money) 
and would compere on the same footing 
nob unfavorably with other classes. 

[tb was particularly notloeable that no 
county counolllor favorablo to the N. P. 
did rezpond to the fuvitation to give evi 
denoo (many non-representatlve mon did) 
whother on account of the bulldozing they’ 
would reoolye if they differed to any ex 
tonb with the commlsslonera or whether 
they did not think 1b wise ab the present in 
opportune time to ventilate their vlows 
just before a municipal election.

FORMER HANGINGS AT BROCKVILLE. 


The last Kxeourton there Took Place in 


1800, 


1853, a man named Fell, re- 
siding back of Prescott, who had sold a 
quantity of stock, was attacked and 
brutally clubbed to death and his pockets 
rifled. Aman named Joho Simpson was 
subsequently arrested by James Kincaid, 
constable, and when placed on trial before 
Justice Draper on Oct, 27, 1853, he pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was sentenced to 
be exvcuted on Nov. 17. When sentence 
was pronounced the prisoner fainted, but 
afterwards recovered and was led back to 
his cell, 

His confession was printed in pamphlet 
form and sold for threo pence each, In 
those days the execution of criminals took 
place in public, aud were attended by im- 
monse crowds, who drove from all parts of 
the country as if toa circus, and the whole 
grounds in the vicinity of the execution 
would be packed with people anxious to 
get a glimpse of the gruesome proceedings, 
and of the unfortunate victim. 

In June, 1860, two young men, Edgar 
Harter and Morgau Dockstater, from near 
Watertown, came across to this side and 
engaged to work ona farm near Athens, 
After working o fow days they went off 
honting and fishing to Charleston Lake, 
cach having a gun with bim, Harter re- 
turned alone with both guns, Dockatater’s 
body was found with the ekull crushed and 
also a bullet hole in it, while hie legs and 
arms had cordsattached to-them as if 
weights had been used tosink the body. 
Harter was brought back to Canada, and 
on Noy. 1, 1860, waa tried and sontenced to 
death by Justice Robinson, 

The murderer piled up his bedding 
against his cell door and set fire to it, but 
the flamos were extinguished and the man 
kept for the gallows. 

Ou Deo, 27 the murderer was hanged, 
During his incarceration he confessed that 
he was guilty. On the evening before the 
execution a public religious service was 
held in his cell. 

According to the report the wet weather 
“kept many hundred from coming into 
town to witness the execution,” Those who 
waited near the scaffold for tho procession 
indulged in coarse jests and snowballing. 
The executioner was clisguised, and as the 
unfortunate boy, woo was only 19 years of 
age, uttered a smothered prayer the trap 
wasspruvg. A slight beating of the pulse 
could be distinguished 11 mioutes after the 
drop.

moos Herbert Knachtbull - Hugessen, 
Tudependent Conservative, asked the Gov.

Mr. Herbert Asquith, Home Secrotary, 
replied that tho exiating laws did not pro 
vide for the prevention of the lauding in 
England of Anarchists. Tho Government 
was pot prepared to alter the lawa, 

Sie Joho Dorington, Conservative member 
for the North Division ot Gloucestershire, 
moved the adjournment of the House, in 
order to discuss Mr, Gladatone’s proposal as 
to che Christinas holidays, 

Sir Jobn declared that the atrain imponed 
upon the members by tho continued sittings 
had become intolerable. There ought to be 
a lopg recess at the holidays, 

Mr, Gladatone said he was opposed to the 
House adjourning. The choice of the Gov- 
erament liy between abandoning or for 
warding the Porish Councils bill. There 
was nothing unreasonable in asking the 
House to expedite the measure, The 
shortest possible recess was necessary. 

Mr. Balfour said the course proposed 
by the Government was without pre- 
codent, It was a fallacy or 
Mr, Gladstone to say that the issue betore 
the Government was to drop the bill or 
proceed with it, The real question was 
whether Government, in order to trample 
down opposition, should do what had nover 
yet been done, coerce a body of men differ- 
ing with it in principles and little differing 
in numbers and in resolution not at all, 

The Right Hon, Sir Henry James said 
that the bill was leas meant to help the 
agricultural classes in England than to 
Assist in the pawsage of the Home Rule bill. 

After Messrs. Hobhouse, Long and 
others had spoken Gladstone moved that 

closure be applied, 

This motion was carried 165 to 116,

ENGLAND AND MATABELE! AND. 


Lord Kipen Saya Lobeuguln’s Land Will 
Not Ite Made a Crown Colory, 


Lonpon, Dec.» 15.—The Marquis of 
Ripon, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
yesterday received a deputation from the 
Aborigines Protection Society, who sub- 
mitted an argument that the British 
South Africa Company should not be al- 
lowed to usurp greater authority over the 
Matabeles than their powers permitted. 
The deputation also charged that the Gov- 
erninent limit the future powers of the 
company, 

The Marquis in response said that he was 
bound in justice to state that the company 
had never claimed to exercise summary 
rights. When the Matabeles murdered 
Mashonas in the sight of the British repri- 
tals were inevitable. The deputation, he 
added, could not expect him to sketch out 
to-day the future, Hedid not think the 
Government's aecision would be to make 
Matabeleland a crown colony. 


LOBENGULA FIGHTS HARD. 


Major Forbes and Capt, Wilson ina Peri- 
lous Position, 


Carrtown, Deo. 15.—A despatch dated 
at Buluwayo on Dec. 8 says: Major Forbes’ 
party have been obliged to retire on account 
of the strong resistance of Lobengula, Major 
Forbes is believed now to bein a perilous 
position, 

After crossing the Shangani River Major 
Forbes sent Capt. Wilson forward to find 
Lobengula, Wilson reached the king's 
wagon at midnight. 

Lobengula’s men attacked them hotly 
upon both sides, firing from the bush, Capt. 
Wilson was greatly outnumbered and he 
retired fighting steadily. 

He sent a messenger to Major Forbes for

Some $125,- 
000 had been’ expended in fitting yp the 
building. The total loss is placed at 
$1,500,000.

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WILL THE U.S. BE LIABLE? 


Hrnaiiions Will Seek Redress For Ameren 
Supplying Warships, 

New \ork, Deo, 15. —The Herald says: 
Certain prominent and wealthy Brozilians, 
who rasita In or pear this city, and favor 
the cause represented by Mello in the com- 
bat now waging in the Routh American re 
public, havo associated theinse! ves together 
or the purpose of obtaining redress against 
tho persons who have fitted out war- 
ships in this port and despatched tho same 
to Brazil in the interest of Presilent Peix- 
oto, This syndicate of Brazilians also pro- 
poses to restrain, if possible, the acinament 
of farther ships for this purpose in the 
ports of the United States. But theic con- 
tention goes further than this, They assert 
that the United States Government in 
suffering such ships to be fitted out here 
has violated the law of nations und ren- 
derod itself liable to enormous damages 
should Mello’s cause prevail. 

Political Prisoners Exiled, 

New York, Dec. 15.—The 
Turkish Prince, which arrived 
from Pernambuco, reports that on. Noy. 
when she left that port, the olace wasin a 
state of intense excitement, and ay out: 
break was expected at any moment. On 
Noy, 19 the city was placed under martial 
law and many arrests of Mello’s sympa- 
thisers were made, 

On the day before the Turkish Prince 
lett, 120 political prisoners, inchiding the 
deposed governor of the province, were 
transported to Fernando Noioilin, a con- 
vict settlement, by the Brazilis: steamer 
Unno, 

Thore was considerable parudiug of the 
streets by Mello’s sympathizers, and some 
collisions between the police and people 
occurred, but nothing of u serious nature, 

The Government has deprived’ General 
Argollo of the command of the Fifth Mili. 
tary District. Owing tothe renewal of the 
blockade it is impossible for steamers to 
discharge their cargoes, Business is aus- 
nended,

coal car on a westbound freight train gave 
way in the centre and caused quite a spill 
near here, About a dozen of cars were 
totally wrecked.

Lovisvitie, Deo, 16.—The middle spau 
of iron and timber work of the bridge now 
under construction between East Louisville 
and Joffersonville, Ind,, collapsed yeaterday 
morning, crushing to death or drowning be 
tween 20 and 30 men and injuring about 20 
more, some of whom willdie, Only six 
borlies have been recovered, 

The south channel span, about 450 feetin 
length, was blown down shortly after 0 
o'clock at night. So far as known no one 
was injured, This will entail an ad litional 
loss of $75,000. 

For weeks past a largo force of men have 
been at work on the big 500-foot span over 
the middle of the river The 
was allupand was reating on 4 heavy fraine 
work of pili ng driven down into the bod of 

| the river and accurely bolted and braced 

That afternoon tho last bolta wore to have 

been putiop lace in the iron superstructure, 

and the gigantic epan would have supporter

The foreman in beginning work 
morning noticed that during the night the 
‘‘eraveler,” a huge derrick used for placing 
iron in position, had been worked loose by 
the wind and he ordered it drawn back into

work trombled and the men, realizing their

The north bene or the one uttached to the 
Indiana pior did not fall tor 15 minutes 
after the other parts went down, ‘Thore 
were 51 men on the bridge when the warn- 
ing was given by tho onginecr in charge of 
the work. Of ‘this number several suc- 
ceoded in reachiug the pier, Of those that 
went down some were covered by a mass 
of timber, from beneath which ict will 
days before their bodies are recovered 

Tho partial spav, the Inet one, did not 
fall until 20 minutes ofter the tirat had gone 
down. Bat it was the direct result of the 
falling of the first) The great strain oc- 
casioned by the sundoring and render- 
ing of the bridge 
cated itself to the unfinished span and 
it took its plunge slike the firat into the 
water, but, being mostly framework, did 
not sink, but floated slowly down the river. 
There were said to be four men on it when 
it fell, and ono was undoubledly killed. 

The sinall *travelet” on this span flontwd 
down several huudeed yards and then 
grounded on the very timbers, which were 
splintered like mntches; showing the terrific 
force of the fall, 

Tho crash attracted the attention of thove 
on the shore, and many turved away as 
they saw the men struggling in mid-aic in 
their nad efforts to climb out of danger, 
When the huge masa of material steuck the 


iron work

water all was concealed for anu insiaut 
by the spray which was thrown 
into. the air. As the water subsided 


here and there men could be seen struggling 
desperately to climb op on the timbers that 
thrust their ends above tlié water, A few 
succeeded in climbing to places of safety 
and were quickly rescued, Others 
struggled hopelessty and were carried off 
by the current to sink almost as rescue was 
at hand, 

The ferry boats, City of Jeffersonyi le 
and the ©. W. Hitt, and the lifo- “saving 
crews were tho first to reach the wreckage, 
which completely blockede on channel of 
the river. Men with-broken arms andlegs 
were found clinging to pieces of timber 
They were pulled into boats and hurried to 
hospitals in this city and Jeffersonville. 
Fivo bodies were recoverad from the wreck, 

The steamer Hotspur with Superin- 
tendent George Fishor on board, came neur 
being caught by the falling span. The 
boat was making for the falso work, when 
Superintendent Fisher heard some timbora 
creak, Lookiog up he. saw the great span 
shaking, and gave orders to back the 
steamer. It wasdone none too soon, for 
the top of the huge “traveler” fell within 
20 feet of the boat. 

As soon as the pilot realized what had 
happened he ran the boat up to the wretk- 


age and the crew saved nine men, 
who were so badly hurt that 
they could not have kept afloat 


five minutes. Capt, Deyen and his two 
crews of life-savers were the heroes of the 
day, dashing here and there into the drift 
and wreckage to pull out the dead and in- 
jured, Capt, Deven thinks that some of 
the bories have been carried over the falls. 

It will take several diys to recover the 
bodies, as most of them! ure ‘pinned down 
by the heavy, iron trugses which fell on 
top ‘of the falso work, ‘Che bridge com: 
pany has 100 men at work, aid will ex- 
trivate tho bodies frow the wreck as soon as 
possible. 

When the second part of the false work 
fell an engine and boiler wont with it, and 
when tho boiler hit the dobris it oxplodé ed, 
but no one is known to have been struck by 
fthe tlying fragmonts, ‘The lives of tho 
bridge workmen were insured for $1500 


seach, 


Whore the responsibility for the terrible 
disaster rests will probably never be known. 
That the structure was otherwise than safe 
never occurred to the engineers in charge or 
the workmen, Everyprecaution had beonem- 
ployed to ensure the stability of the frame 
work. 4 

Mr. Earle Manchestér, a civil enginoer 
who was employed ‘ob the bridge, Fad a 
very narrow escape from death. He said: 
I waa standing on the span that fell, 


near the Kentucky side, and seeing 
that it wan about to fall I called 
to the men to get offas soon as possible. I 


had just cotinted the nen who were on thu 
spau a few minutes before and there were 
51 in all, counting myself. When 
I called out the men dropped 
their tools and ran towards me, but ouly 10 
of them could get! off.) The others wout 
down ina heap. I was so badly frightened 
I could not tell how many of them got out, 

but I saw one man awim_to shore 

The accident waa caused by the wind. 
The piling was strong enough to bear 
double the weight. The bridgo fell like a 
pect of cards. It became loosened on the 

ndiena side first ond swayed gradually 
across to the opposite side, 

The span would have beon completed this 
afternoon and after the ‘traveler had bowen 
fastened to the pier there would have been 
no danger of the wind or current breaking 
it down,

Port Crepit, Oat., Doo 18.—One of the 
most blood-curdiing tragedies over enacted 
in the County of Peel took place in the 
Miidle-rood, Towrship of Toronto, one and 
a bal€ miles north of this village between 
Thursday wi. ltand Sunday noon, Williom 
James Williams, aged 80 years, and bis wife, 
Eliza Wiallinms, aged 55, boing literally 
beaten to death, The Willinnis' resided in 
the Township of Chingunouusy until 27 
years ago, when they left for Bay City, 
Mich,, whero they remained until 1878, 
they returned to the County of Peel and 
took up their residence on tho Middle- 
road. 

They were an unassuming couple and did 
not mix much with their neighbors, although 
they were yonerally well known in tho 
neighborhood. On Wednesday. Jast_ Miss 
Goldthorpe, a nelebbor, callod ot the house 
and saw tho old couple, wheu they informed 
her that they intended leaving for Toronto 
on the following day todo some marketing. 
They bad killed a number of fowl duriug 
the forenoon, and a wuumber of geese 
had been plucked ready for market when 
sbe called there. 

Early Thursday moruing Williams aud bis 
wife drove to Toronto market and disposed 
of their fowl, En route to the city they 





called at Nurse's Hotel at the Huin- 
ber and exchanged a fow words 
with Mis. Nurse. It ja supposed that 


they reached home after disposing of their 
fowl] in time for supper, and that the murder 
Was committed about 5.30 o'clock Thursday 
night, as the condition of the Lodies when 
found went toshow that Williams bad ap- 
parently just Mnished partaking of bis oveving 
meal when bis murderer stole upon him and 
struck hint down, 

His bead had been battered to a shapeless 
mass, the murderer having apparently used 
a beavy boot, which was fouud underneath 
the chair, for the purpose, 

The body of Mrs, Williams was found in a 
closet, She had ovideutly been struck down 
by a potato masher as she entered the 
kitchen and dragged across the floor ro the 


pantry, 
A trailof blood marked the floor whore 
she had been dragged. Tho po- 


tato musher, smeared with the arteryal blood 
of the victim was found in the corner of the 
kitchen. 

Suspicion resta upon a hired man named 
Jobn, who was engaged by the couple about 
a month ago aud whose time wos up on 
Wednesday, when hel fa It is believed 
that be returned on Thursday night and 
committed the double crime, 

All the upstairs rooms in the house wore 
thoroughly ransacked, as if for plunder. 


Tbe worder was discovered at 4.30 
to-day by Clayton Osborne, son 
of a farmer living opposite, who 


noticing absence of life about the premises, 
welt ovor to investigate, He looked in the 
window and saw the old man seated at the 
table with a cont Over his head sud at ouce 
gave the alarm. 

The Ga®ithorps were notified and investi- 

gation disclosed the double murder, It was 
also found that a bay horse and cutter be- 
longing to Williams were missivg, and it is 
supposed the murderer took these with 
him, 
, [he bouse isa double front frame structure 
with attic, ateandipg back about 100 yards 
from the road on the north side. The door 
opens into a liviog room about 20 feet square. 
On the right baud are two bedrooms, and 
to the left a stairway leading to the attic, 
Behind the living room is a small 
kitchen, off which 18 @ small pantry, Against 
the south wall of the kitchen to the left of 
the door loading from the front room {is a 
little table covered with a piece of marble 
cloth, ard on itate the utensils which had 
been used at the evening meal, viz: a couple 
of plates with knife and fork on each, a 
couple of empty dishes, pepper and salt 
castoi#and subdries, butno food of any 
kind. 

On 4n armoboir at this table, with bis back 
to the door from the front room, lies stretch- 
ed stiffand stark the battered body of the 
murdered map, The body bas fallen back, 
with the bevel banging over the back of the 
cbair, the arms banging straight at olther 


side, the hands clenched apd the legs 
stretobed straight out under the table. 

Over the bead was thrown an old 
coat, which was glued there, too, by the 


copgealed bioud. The removal of the coat 
disclosed o sickening sight, at which the 
stoulest heart might well quail and the most 
callous tremble. 

The back, and top of the bald head was 
oiusbed, bruised aud battered, no less than 
6ix distinot blows being visible. 

The right eye was olosed and 
and frightfully discolored apd the vose 
smashed over on the left cheek. The mouth 
was opeoas in the last agoniziug gasp for 
life. Tho whole of the face and bead was 
deluged in blood and the features were un- 
recogoizable. 

On the floor under the bead was a large 
povl of blood, in which was lying a heavy 
top boot covered with hair and congealed 
blood and with the sole half wreucbed off 
and tbe appearance of the dead man’s head 
would indicate that the fatal blows had been 
inflicted by that boot. 

‘The tablecioth, platesand castors on the 
table were spattered with blood, and the 
vital fluid had also marked the walls and 
ourtalus Dearest the table 

It is evitent that the poor old man 
was attacked from ovebind, as he sat 
ot the table after finishing 
the evening meal, and be does not appear to 
have bad achence to raise a hand to save 
himself from the assassin’s blows, 

On the north side of the room, immediately 
opporite the door from the front room, is a 
door leading outinto the rear premises, and 
behind this door was another big 
pool of blood, From this pool ran a stream 
of blood towards the front of the 
room, and this stream turned at a right 
angle opposite the door into the little pantry 
to the right and ledintoit Opening this 
pantry door the second awful scene proseuw

Macpherson's 
Hotel and then at theHussell House,and then 
at the General Hospital.

Mr. J. B, lhompson was seen last 
night. He lived in his youth in the

Goldthorpe brothura, Mr, Thoinpson told of 
the Williams family and what be kuew of 
the mystery as told him by his brothers-in- 
law. 

James and Eliza Williams oame to the 
townehip of Toronto, County of Halton, from 
the States 16 yearsago. They were evidently 
of Irish oxtraction, but their previous 

istory is not well known to their neighbors, 

hey purchased the farm on the Credit road 
avout balf way Lotween Conksvillo aud Port 
Credit, and have since resided on that lot, 

, Williams was a short, slight, dork, sbarp- 
featured man almost 66 yearaold, 5 feet 7 
ipcbea in height, badly crippled up with 
rheumatism. 

Nrs, Williams was a sinall, short woman 
and almost 15 years her husband's junior. 
They bad no obildren and but one 
known relative, a sister of Mre. Williams, 
who is married to a farmer named Moody 
and lives almost three miles distant. 

The two lived entirely alone on their 
hundred acre farm, aua_ were assisted by one 
mpan during thd summer and fall. The place 
Wax generally believed to be unencumbered 
with debt. heir possessions included three 
horses, five or six cows, she"p, calves, hegs 
and other animals usually found on a farm. 

The house is a small white two-storied 
struoture, built on ao slight hill 20 yards from 
the road, It bad four rooms on the ground 
floor, a pewly-erected kitchen aida largo 
roomatthe front, with two bedrooms ad- 
joining. The barn stands close to the rear 
of the house, and the door cau be plainly 
seon by Ross Goldthorpe. 


Charles Osborne is the  noesrest 
neighbor. He lives to the east of 
the house about 120 yards, and 


bis house is also situated on a. slight knoll. 
Both lawna slupe toward the road, and each 
isin plain view of the other, 

Ross Golitborpe lives a little further in 
the opposite direction, and he too can readily 
seo all tho buildings on the Williams farm. 

Mrs, Goldthorpe called on Mrs, Williams 
on Wednesiay and found ber plucking the 
Jost fowl which she wasto take to loronto 
to soll on tho following day. The 
oli lady readily agreed to add one 
to her list, aud took a turkey which 
belonged to the neighbor frieud, 
The old people were in the habit of leaving 
very early, probab y 4or 5 o'clock, for the 
city, and returning early. They evideutly 
did this on that Thursday, 

Harold Guthrio is 4 nephew of Ross Gold- 
thorpo and resides withbim. Tle attends the 
high schooi at Oakvillo, traveling there by 
traiv. He brings the mail for the nojghbor- 
hooi from Port Credit, and took ospeécial 
onre to bring the letteraaud papers of Mr. 
and Mre. Williams. 

He brought their papers on Friday, but 
finding that all the blinds were down aud 
the doora locked left the papers in the Jateh 
nod wout his way. Ho returned again on 
Suuday morning and found the same state 
of affsirs and the letters remaining where he 
left them. 

Mr. Goldthorpe himself came over after- 
wards and went into the barn, He found 
the stable door open, one of the three 
horses and the outter gono, the empty stall 
well bedded, but the cattle in a famishod 
condition. He fed the cattle, examined the 
house, saw Charles Osborne and then went 
to his brother and the two came to | oronto. 
He noticed, however, before be left a track 
leading from the yard which was new, but 
he considered about 24 bours oli or more, 
He saw but this one track, which led 
direction of Toronto, 

A great donl of mystery seoins to surround 
the bired map, who is suspected of tmurder- 
ing the aged couplo, and who js missing, A 
month ago, when Mr, Williams wax sorely 
pressed with work,be picked up and engaged 
this man atthe dumber. The engagement 
was for one month, and this term expired on 
Thursday, ‘The name of the man was un 
known to Goldthorpe and Osborne.

Mrs. Waterhouse, wife of the proprietor 
of the hotel ut Cookaville, states that Wil- 
liams’ hired man came into the hotel be- 
tween 10 and 12 o'clock on Thursday, when 
she spoke to him, and enquired how Wil- 
liams and his wite were. Ho replied that 
they were first rate. He had two or three 
drinks, remained perhaps un hour, and 
then left. 

The cutter tracks and the hoof prints in 
the snow between the atable and Williams’ 
house and down the lane were also made 
before the rainfall on Friday. The man 
who drove the rig did nut enter the cutter 
until ho reached the roadgate and his long 
strides were plainly discernible in the snow, 

Since the hour that the hired man 
‘John’ was acen to assist the old couple 
into the house Thursday night no direct 
trace of him has beon discovered, although 
a rig answering the description of the miss- 
ing democrat, in which were seated two 
men, was traced to the city along Dundas-

“John” was hired by Williams on Nov.

Opinion was pretty unanimous with 
respect to binder twine aud barbed wire, 
25 out of 26 advocating the free admission 
of the former, while 33 wanted barbed wire 
placed on the free list and only five advo- 
cated a retention of the present duty. 

With regard to agricultural inp'ements 
Opinion was more vared, J4 out of 50 de- 
siring the prosent duties retained, while 24 
wished them reduced and 12 wanted them 
removed altogether. 

Sixty of the witnesses expressed opinions 
on the tea and cotfee questions, 16 being in 
favor of a duty being placed on tea and 
8 on coffee, while 37 desired both tea and 
coffee to remain on the free list, where they 
are at present. 

On the qnestion of sugar also, the farm- 
era soem early unanimous, 46 out of 40 de- 
siring sugar to remuin free, as at present, 
while four were willid thavua duty should 
be placed on it, 

“Six witiesses wished the duties on 
stoves, tails und hardware reduced, 
while one wanted them removed al- 
together. Nine were in favor of a 
reduction in the duties on manufactures of 
iron and steel, while tour desired them en- 
tirely removed. 

Two witnesses asked that a heavy duty | 
be placed on bananna as a luxury which 
competed with Canadian fruits, and one 
druggist wanted opium admitted frye, buta 
duty pliced on raw hecbs. 

It will thas be seen that a considerable | 
diversity of opinion was shown and that 
it 38 not wo ensy a matter as 
may be supposed to frame amendments 
to the tarill which will please everybody,

Suspicion still 
points to the hired man and every effort is 
being made to locate him. 
reports haye been received as lo a horse 
and cig answering the description of that 
stolen from the Williams baru having been 
secu, Following the report that it had 
passed throngs Summerville and Islington 
Phureday night came a telegeam to police 
headquarters from Woodstock yeaterday 
afternoon that it had passed through that 
town, having apparently come from Streets- 
vill Enquiry by failed to 
establish the trath of any of the ruinors, 

Reporters yesterday aucuecded in trac 
ing the movomeuts of Williama ond his 
wife on Tharsday last, the day of the sup- 
poyed murder, from the time they left home 
until their return the same night 

Their arrival at Nurse’s Hotel about 10 
o'clock has already been described They 
then drove to Lbe grocery atore of Mr, H. 
Rennick at 266 Spadina-avenve, with whom 
they have been dealing off and on for five 
past. They arrived at Rennick’s 
about I] 0’o ock. 

At Mr. Rennick’s they marketed the 
geese, which had been killed and plucked 
the preceding day, and a quantity of butter, 
receiving therefor $7.50 in cash and gro- 
ceries to the value of §2.80, The grocer 
made ont a billfor them, which should 
have been found in the house. 

Ronnick invited the couple over to dinner 
to his house in St. Patrick-street, but they 
declined to go, aid he gave them some orack- 
ers and cheess, which they ate in the shop. 
Thay remained there until about 1 o'clock, 

The old couple had been in the habit of 
coming to Reunick’s place to do their shop- 
ping, but he had missed them the past 
month or more. He asked why it was such 
a long tinie since they had called, when 
Mrs. Williams replied that they had a new 
hired man whom they were afraid to trust 
on the farm alone, 

On leaying the Ronnick store at 2 o'clock 
they stated that they were goingistraight 
back along the Dundas-road, but 
thoy wanted to go down to the market first 
and buy «a pair of boots ata store near 
there, 

Mr. Revnick advised them not to drive 
awuy down there, but that he could’get the 
shoes just as well around the corner in 
Queon-street, He said he thought he would 
do this, 

It would take the Williams about two 
and a balf houcs to reach their destination, 
aud they would arrive at the farm at about 
4.50 o'clock, the time young Hickey states 
that he saw Williams aod his wife drive up 
to the house and alight from the rig, aasist- 
ed hy the hired man, 

The remark of Mrs, Williams that they 
were afraid to trust the hired man is im- 
portant in that it implies that the man had 
left either the previous night when his 
month was up or carly that morning. Atter 
the departure of the couple the man ap- 
pears to huve gone direct to Cookaville, 
where he remained for an hour orso. Mrs. 
Waterhouse, wife of the hotelkeeper, spoke 
to him and asked him how the Williams were 
He replied ‘‘first-rate,” but made no refer- 
ence to the fact of his employer aud wife 
gvuing to the city, or of his having left their 
employment. Mrs. Waterhouse states that 
it was Friday that she saw the hired man, 
but she is probably mistaken in the day. 

The hired man must have returned to the 
house Thursday night, as he was scen by 
young Hickey. ‘The lad conld not be mis- 
taken a8 Lo the day, because the Williams’, 
who almost invariably did their trading in 
Toronto and not in the neighboring villages, 
had not been out driving together for a 
month previously, 

At 10.30 o'clock yosterday morning Dr. 
Sutton of Cooksvillg and Dr. Heggie, jr., 
of Brampton wirived at the scene of the 
murder. After carefully looking over the 
premises they commenced the post mortem 
examination, In the opinion of the medical 
men the wounds ou the head of Williams 
could have been inflicted with the 
blood-soaked — boot The cut on the 
forehead over the right eyo was 
about two inches long, and nearly an 
inch in width and about two inches deep. 
This could have been done with the edge of 
the sole of the boot. ‘Thereis a mark on 
the boot which corresponds to the size of 
the wound, The number of other wounds 
on the bald head were made with the heel 
of the boot, ‘The doctora say that the deed 
conld have been done with the boot, owing 
to the brittieness of Williams’ skin on ac- 
count of his advanced age.

Hon. J. J. Fraser is a native of New 
Brunswick, first seeing the light at Beau- 
bairs Island, on August Ist, 1820. Atan 
early age he commenced the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1852 In 
1573 be wus mate Queeu's Counsel, He was 
elected to the Fuderal Parliament in 1865, 
but later devoted his enérgies to provincial 
politics, and iit 1870 was made a member of 
tho Leztslative Council and next year joined 
the Executive Council. He was premier of 
New Bruoswick ii 1575, and was raised to 
the Bench of the Sdpreme Court of New 
Brunswick in 1883. 

Iuformation has been received by the 
Department of Justice that judgment has 
beon given by the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Couneil in the case of the Union 
Bank of Canada, in which the power of the 
Dominion Government to pass what is 
kouwn as the warehousing clause in the 
Banking Act was questioned on the ground 
that it dealt with civil rights, which were 
exclusively under provincial jurisdiction.

Lonpox, Dec, 20.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday Lord George Hamilton, 
formerly First Lord of the Admiralty, made 
Sinotion relative to Great Britain’a navy, 
notice of which was given a few days ogo. 
The motion declared that it was necessary 
that large additions should immediately be 
made to the navy and that tho House 
therefore demanded to be informed what 
the intentions of the Government were 
in regard to strengthening it. He did not 
desire that the House should consider his 
motion @ party move invoking censure of 
the Government. It was made with « view 
to afford the Government a chance to ex- 
plain its policy to the House, and also in 
the hope of eliciting a atatement calculated 
to allay the anxioty of the country, 

When Mr. Gladstone arose to respond he 
was loudly cheered, He said that it muat 
have astonished the House to heor the 
right hon, member for Middlesex (Lord 
George Hamilton) describe his motion as 
ono of a private member, fre from party 
character and standing entirely apart from 
a vote of wantof confidence in the Ministry, 
A motion implying that those should take 
out of the bands of the executive of the Gov- 
eroment one of its primary duties certainly 
amounted to censure. It was now too late 
for the right hon, member to sbrink from 
accenting the full responsibility for his 
Motion covucerning the condition of the 
navy. It was not upon a chance debate 
nor ip response to assertions which, even if ; 
they wore true, did not embrace the whole 
subject that those could pronounce 
a reliable {ates It would be 
premature, dangerous even, for the 
Government to. make a@ full statement 
as to.its views congsrning the navy, bub to 
contend that the situation of Great Britain 
to-day) was one of emergency and danger , 
was to preecance an opinton which was 
irrational and absurd. Great Britain re- 
mained notably advanced in all her pre- 
parations for future contingencies. 

Great Britain has 19 battleships and 
France and Russia only 14° Of warslips 
of all classes Great Britain is stronger than 
avy three powers, [Cheers,] Eight of the 
ships figuring in French and Russian navies 
were old wooden armored ships, of the style 
discarded as ineflicient for the British 
navy. 

In every class of warships the British 
had larger and more powerful vessels than 
the French or Russians, [Cries of ‘*Hear, 
hear.”) It was therefore absurd to de- 
scribe the present asa moment of danger 
calling tor & premature nettiement, Great 
Britain's superiority in the power of con- 
atructing warships was still more striking 
than her superiority io existing atrength. 

Mr. Gladstone in conclusion expressed 
the hope that the House would not lend ils 
countenance tothe motion which he de- 
clared marslialied the party forces on the 
question of Imperial defence. It was a bad 
example that he trusted the House would 
not follow. 

As the Prime Minister took his seat 
he was ugain heartily cheered. 

A. J. Balfour, Conservative Leader, com- 
plained that Mr. Gladstone had afforded 
nv information as to what wasthe naval 
policy of the Government. The Opposition 
said Mr, Balfour had carried patience to thie 
extreme in abstaining from pressing the 
Government to make a statement. Yet all 
information had been refused, The argu- 
ment of Mr. Gladstone that there was no 
emergency, because at the present moment 
the British navy was equal iothe French 
and Russian navies together, would not 
hold. There never was an emergency 
unless it was too Inte torepairit. The 
Government, do what it could, would not 
be able to place the navy on an equality 
with French and Russian navies by 1896 

The Prime Minister had not said a single 
word showing that he understood, or wax 
ready to take steps to meet the danger, It 
was a subject of overwhelming importance 
Io future naval conflicts England would 
play against oppoventa staking nothing, 
while England would stake all. \No question 
of domestic policy compared in im- 
portance with the tremendous issues 
raised by the motion of the right 
hon. member for Middlesex, If the 
Government did what was asked the coun- 
try would vot feel that the House of Com- 
mons had betrayed the trust imposed upon 
them as guardians of interests far above 
party considerations, 

Mr. Balfour was loudly cheered when he 
resumed his seat, ; 

Sir Charles Dilke held that the suprem- 
acy of the British navy was no longer be- 
yond question. 

Right Hon, Joseph Chamberlain said the 
Prime Minister's contention that the navy 
was more than sufficient was not accepted 
by anybody deserving to be regarded as au 
authority. If war was declared to-mor- 
row the navy would be compelled to cut 
endrun. France and Italy knew this por- 
fectly. 

Mr. Chamberlain taunted the Govern- 
ment with evading great measuros, 

Sir William Vervon Harcourt declared 
that the admiralty was then making neces- 
sary stops to maintain the supremacy of the 
British navy, When the Government de- 
clared the situation satisfactory they re- 
peated the opinions of experte ot the ad- 
miralty 

Right Hon, G. J. Goschen, Liberal: 
Unioniat, followed Sir William Harcourt. 
He spoke amid constant crios of **Divide,”’ 
Divide,” 

Mr. Gladstone's amendment was oarried

BARCELONA, Dec. 20.—Jose Colona, the 
Anarchiat, has confessed that he throw the 
bomb in the Lyceum Theatre which killed 
more than 30 persons The police hive ao- 
cured evidence showing that Cedena throw 
the bomb: The criminal is now confined in 
a fortress, 

The police have unearthed several 
branches of an Anarchist society and have 
seized documents and books pertuin ng to 
the cause, Many arrests are expected to 
follow. Thedocuments seized dinclose the 
names of those belonging to the society and 
their modus operandi. The rules are 
framed on the most stringent lines and 
death is threatened to traitors to the 
society, Elaborate precautions arc laid 
down for the safety of members

This contain- 
ed nine tubes. The experts state tliit had 
this bomb exploded scarcely anyone in an 
exposed pert of the theatre would hive es 
caped alive.

Toronto, Deo, 21.—Yoaterday waa a day 
of | developments in the Middle-road 
mystery case. 

The much-suspected hired man, John 
Coty, turned up and told a conneo'ed story 
of his movements from the time he left the 
Williams residence at 1 o'clock on Wedues- 
day last, and although he bas been 
Placed in Custody pending the result of the 
inquest bis story ts belleved to be’ correct, 
as it was subsequently substantiated on 
the principal points, 

The report that William Hickey, son of 
J. D. Hickéy of the Middle-road, bad seou 
the hired man‘assist Williams out of the cut- 
ter Thursday night was disproved by the 
boy himself, who testified that it was 10 
days previously this ocourred. 

It was proven that two men were con- 
cerned in the murder, and that it was 
committed on Friday night, not on Thurs- 
day as had all along been supposed, A 
witness has even been found who saw a 
light in the stable Friday night, A chain 
of ciroumstantial evideuce was also built 
up to show that..the young Englishman 
seen by many people on the Lake shore and 
Middle-roads was one of the murderers— 
toat he went out on Tharsday night 
tn lvcate the house, was joined 
hext day by «a ‘companion and 
that the two committed jthe deed 
that night. That they drove to the city 
and left the horse and cuter in possession 
of George Butcher, an East York dairy- 
man, uotil Monday, when the horse was 
sold to W. H. Lowry,\@ butcher, in Parlia- 
ment-street. Butcher was arrested on o 
charge of murder, and taken to Brampton 
to await his trial. 

Government Detective Greor and the city 
detectives are hot on the trail of the sus- 
pected murderers, and itis believed they 
will be in custody before 24 hoars.

THE INQUEST. 


Witnosses Kepernt the Story of the Dis- 
covery of the Murcer, 


The adjonrned inquest was opened in the 
Revere House, Cooksville, yesterday before 
Coroner Hevgieof Brampton. County At- 
orney W, H. McFadden represented the 
Crown, 

Many witnesses were examined, but very 
little new evidence was adduced vther than 
is recorded in the chain of events published 
above, 

Charles Osborn told how his suspicions 
that everything was not right were first 
aroused by the fact that the only pair of 
sleigh bells owned by Williams were laying 
in a pile of straw as if they had been taken 
from the harness and thrown there, These 
suspicions were utrengthened by the cir- 
cuimstance that the horse which was misa- 
ing was one that Mr. Williams had never 
been known to drive single before, 

The tracks showed that the murderer had 
gone to the stable, brought the horse out 
through a small gate to the cutter, turned 
the cutter round, hitched up the horse and 
with the lines in bis hand walked behind 
and to the side of the moving horse and 
cutter asfaras the gate leading into Mid- 
die-road. After passing through the gate 
he entered the cutter, Every, movement of 
the man was. plainly discernible in tho 
snow, 

William Moody, brother-in-law of the 
murdered man, who resides on the centre 
road, one mile northwest of the Williams’ 
place, testified as to finding a bag of money 
($131) in a trunk in the house, swore that 
he was on friendly torms with Williams, 
but not with his wife, that he had not 
visited the house for four months, althongh 
he had spoken to Williams on the road 
aboot three weeks prior to the murder, He 
retold the story of the skeleton in the Wil- 
lianis closet when Williams 27 years ago 
deserted bis wife ~at Victoria and 
eloped (with 20-year-ald Eliza Norris, 
the woman who met her death with 
him, It also came out that Williams’ law- 
ful wife only died four years ago, although 
the Norria woman when sho returned to 
Toronto Township from Bay City a year 
after the clopement to arrange about sone 
property stated that she was married to 
Williams. 

Moody testified that when Williams 
bought the tdrm onthe Middle-road he 
bad $9000, and as he was a very close man 
he believed he was worth more than that 
at the time of his death. He also told | 
of Williams’ statement with respect 
to the destruction of the will that was 
made some years ago, Moody recognized 
the blood-stuined boot as belonging to 
Williams. Neither Williams nor his wife | 
smoked 

William Moody, jr., related how old man 
Williams was often discussing ‘politics and 
that he took a great interest in the Jesuit 
question, He told of a statement 
made to him by Williame that he intended 
to quit farming in the spring and return to 
Bay City, where he had purchased a small 
Ho xskod Moody to try and got 
purchaser for his farm. 

Phe evidence of Dre. Sutton and Heggio, | 
who conducted the postmortem, showed 
that the victims had partaken of tea within 
three quarters ofan hour of their murder, 
the food in theic stomachs being partially 
digented They wore of the opinion that 
the wounds on the woman's head wore 
made by the boot, and that she had lived 
probably ton minutes aftor receiving them 
Portions of her hair wore found in the boot.

remaining there from Thursday until Satur- 
day morning, when I returned to Toronto, 
I walked both ways to tho Humber and 
return, [spent Saturday on the market 
looking for work and returned to York- 
street, The restaurant where I stayed be- 
fore was apparently closed up, as I saw no 
light, and I went on the same aide further 
up the street, stopping at a big aolored 
lady’s restaurant. 

I remained in Toronto over Sunday, go- 
ing back to Tobin's to sleep. I stil] stayed 
in Toronto looking for work, and Monday 
night went to a free lodging house at No. 
66 Jarvis-street, where I slept that night. 

The Crown: What, had you got rid of 
your $10 by this time? What had you 
done with the money!—A. I bought some 
clothing. 

Continuing witness said: I remained in 
and around Toronto until Tuesday, when I 
went tothe home of a farmer near the 
Woodbine, whose name I cannot recollect, 
and I saw .in the paper an account of this 
murder tvith the additional statement that 
suspicion rested upon a man who had 
worked at the house a month, I knew this 
meant me, and as I was not guilty I was 
not going to have these reports going around 
about me without going to prove my in- 
nocenoe, I decided to come through rain 
or lightning. I left the farmer's at 6 
oolock Tuesday night and walked straight 
on to the Humber, where I arrived at 
about 9 o'clock Wednesday morning. I 
called in at Morrow's hotel and asked him 
what people meant by circulating these 
stories about me, 

The Coroner: Do you mean by this that 
it took you from 6 o’slock Friday night un- 
til 9 o’clook next morning to walk trom the 
Woodbine to the Humber, a distance of 
about 7 miles? 

Cory: Yes, I was never in anybody's 
house, never under coverage, although I 
rested sometimes, ‘The night was very 
cold. After leaying Morrow's I con- 
tinued in Dundas-street to Alexander 
Johnston’s, about a mile further, He 
recognized mo and called mo in@I tod 
him where I was going and he said, ‘‘I will 
take youup,” and I came up here with 
him. 

The County Attorney: Did youever have 
any disagreement with the old man?—A. 
No, sir; we wore always oa the beat of 
terms. Both shook hands with me when I 
left and said they would be glad to haye me 
como in any time I was passing. 

Cory then explained how he was paid his 
wages, He said: After dinner the old gen- 
tleman put his hand in his pocket and, pull- 
ing outa roll of bills, handed me one $5 
bill, two $2’s and ono $1 bill, 

‘The coroner produced the purao or ba 
which was found in the forced trunk an 
was known to belong to Willisms and 
asked; 

Did you ever see this bag?—A. No, sir. 

The blood-stained boot was then shown 
to Cory and, after examining it carefully, 
he replied; No, sir, I did not see it before, 

‘The old gentleman had a pair of top 
boots, but they were not quite so long as 
these, Iam certain they had na laces in 
thom, as I have taken his boots off at night, 
also think his boots were a little wider in 
the foot, 

Mr. Moody positively identified this same 
boot as having belonged to Williams, 

The blood-stained potato masher, the 
weapon with which, according to the doo- 
tora, both victims were beaten, waa then 
produced, Cry said he thought he had 
seon somothing resembling the masher in 
the house. Would not say that this is tho 
one,

because the old man said he wouldn't al- 
low any smoking about his premises, so | 
chewed instead. I had no pipe while I was 
there.” 

Cory proceeded, to give a description of 
the articles he had bought. ‘Lhey included 
a scarf and new shirt at Cookasville on the 
Wednesday afternoon that he left the 
house, and underclothing, pair of now 
boots, etc., purchased in Toronto, 

Where are the old boots! asked 
coroner. 

A, —At a shoomaker’s on the south side 
of Queen-atroot, cast of York, whore I left 
thom to be called for I know the plico 
and can call with anyone and get them, 
They were shoos I never had any long 
boots.

Questioned as to the horse dtivon off by 
the murderer, Cory stated that there was a 
big bay horse jn tho stable which Wil 
liams used to call ‘‘Coltie.” He had 
hitched it up double, never asiagly 
He had to be very careful in 
bitching up, as the animal was vory spirit 
ed, Nover saw the old gentleman drive 
the horse, He always drove “Prince,” a 
horse 20 years old. The cutter was always 
kept immediately in rear of the 
(This bears out the evidence of Charies 
Osborn, who traced the tracks in the snow.) 

"*T came out on the Parisian 
at Halifax last April,” 
“and oame along to 
other emigrants, Have no comrades 
in Toronto. I drink sometimes—boor 
and cidor, bnt never to excess.” 

The Coroner; ‘*Most Devonshire 
drink cider.” 

Cory: ‘Yes, but thore is no cider in this

Cory maintains that he came to Toronto 
on Weduesday night and stopped at Tobin's 
restaurant, 134 York-street. Cory is mis- 
taken here, »s Mrs. Dorsay, 175 York- 
streot, recognizes him as a lodger at her 
house for that night, He stopped for 
supper, lodged there and had breakfast, 

Cory, when there, told some remarkably 
fictitious stories. He said he was in part- 
nership with a brother and sister in-law 
at Scarboro. He had solid a load ot 
hay toa hotel-keeper who lived near the 
Don, aod he feared ne would lose the price 
os it. He was in Toronto then endeavoring 
to get something out of the rogue. Cory 
says that he bought a pair of boots; he 
doem’t know where at, He put on the new 
boots, paid $1.25 for them ‘and left his old 
boots to remain till called for.

Detnile of the Arrest of Butoher and 
What Resulted There feom, 

George Butcher, milkman, living on the 
eastern outskirts of Little York, about 40 
rods from the Danforth-road, was arrested 
Tuesday evening by Detective Slemin and 
County Constable Tidsbary and brought to 
Toronto. He was taken in charge on sus- 
picion of having a knowledge of the crime 
or who committed it. 

Theee are the dircumstances which Jed to 
the arrest and the story as told by himself; 
Ou Saturday morning about 11 o'clock two 
mon drove up to Butcher's house in a Demo- 
crat cutter, They wanted to find some 
one with whom they could leave the horse 
for its keep for the winter, Butcher told 
thom he did not want the horse. They 
then drove away and returned in about an 
hour and asked permission to leave the rig 
over Sunday. Butcher agreed to this. Tho 
men went away, leaving the horse and rig 

On Sunday they returned to Butcher's 
and groomed the horse, At this time they 
informed him that they had sold \the 
horse and would return on Monday and 
tuke itaway. They had only, been able to 
dispose of the horse and, on account of 
Butcher keeping it over Sunday, they pro: 
mised him the uso of the harness and cutter 
util they could sell them. 

On Monday morning the men returned to 
Butcher's house and arranged to 
meet him at the Ontario Brewery in 
King-street, when they would tell hin 
when he could get the cutter, They then

He procured s warrant 
charging Butcher with the murder of the 
Williams. High Constable Hurst arrived 
early in the evening aud left for Brainpton 
with his prisoner at 11.30. 

Sutcher isa man that looks to be about 
40 years of age, although he says he is but 
30. He is dirty and uukempt; his babita- 
tion is en old rootlhouse, partly 
underground, There is only one room in 
the place, which contains a dirty broken 
down bed, an old stove and « couple of 
chairs. He carried on business as a milk-

ANOTHER BRATHBUN FIRE. 


The Company bas Suffered Largely This 
Year by Fire. 


About 8:30 o'clock this morning fire 
broéke out in the Rathban Oompany’s 
freight office ab the wharf, which soon 
spread to the adjacent frelght sheds, 
The firemen promptly responded to the 
alarm and in a few minutes a smart stream 
was playing on the ballding.

It showed that they had turned in 40 
ibs, of butter at 20 cents a |b. and 23 Ibs, of 
geese aot 6c and bad purchased 82.80 worth 
of groceries, including four pounda of tea, a 
quautity of sugar, crackers, etc. When 
the bouse was searched no _ trace of 
the groceries could be found. A_ plug 
bat apd a silk bonuet were, however, found 
covered with dust  iodicating that 
they had not been worn for at least 
a geueration, The deed of the farm was 
also discovered, and the muob-talked of 
will was found in ai bundle of 
pavers on a chair in the old folk’s 
bedroom, The signature of Williams and 
the names of the witnesses had 
however been cut from the bottom, altbough 
thé will otherwise was intact.

WASHINGTON, Dov, 22.—The annual re- 
fort of Lieu Carlisle, Secretary of 
reosury, was transmitted to Congress yea 
terday. Tho sectetary estimates the revenues 
of the Government for tho fiscal year, which 
will end of Jane 80 next, at $43),121,000, and 
that the expeniiitures for the same period 
will amount to €458,121,000, leaving a deficit 
of $28,000,000 on (ue yoar, He favors legis- 
Tation tu dWwhoy)sZs ow more extended use of 
silver certiticutes, Ho champions thy system 
of substantiating ad valorem duties tor 
apecific duiied iu tho collection of customs 
and recowmeonuds ao increass of 10 cents o 
gallon iu tho internal revenue tax on dis- 
tilled spirits; the imposition of additional 
internal revenue taxes on cigaré and cigar 
els, Lhe imposition of uew taxes ou playing 
cards, cosmetics, perfumeries, legacies oud 
successions aud incomes derived from jnvest- 
ment in stocks aud bonds of corporutious and 
jolut stock companies. Iu spouking of the 
possible issues of bonds the secretary gaye * 
“In the present condition of the public 
credit nothing less than tho existence of a 
great and pressing financial emergency 
would, in my opinion, justify the issue and 
sale of any of those classes of bonds, So 
long as the Government continues the un- 
wise policy of keepiug its own notes out 
standing tocircvlate as currency aud uuder- 
takes to provide for their redomp:iou in coin 
on presontation it will bep in my opinion, 
essential fur the Secretary of the Treosury 
to possess the menos to onmble hin to meet 
such émergencies as the one which bus re- 
cently occurred in our finatcial affairs.” 

The secretary says that tus awouut of 
money in the country outside of the treas- 
ury on Dec, 1, 1503, was 8112.404,9147 greater 
than the amount outstanding ou Nov. 1, 
1502, avd iusists tbat it is greater than ts 
required for the transac lon of the business 
of tue people at this tite.

that the kiss of God's eternal loye has 
brought to patnay a blind eye eternal il- 
luminntion,

times that ure coming, This world has 
no chirm for thom, but heaven en- 
trances their spitit. They often divide 
their scant crust with some foreign 
wretch who knocks at their door at 
night, andon the blastof the night wind, 
as the door opens to let them in, is 
heard the voice of. him who said, ‘I 
was hungry and he fed Me,” No 
cohort of heaven will be too bright to 
trausport them, By God's help they 
bave vanquislied thé Assyrain lost. 
They have divided among them the 
Sroile Lame, lume, yet they took the 
prey.

As yon go down the street you sea an 
excavation, and four or five men are 
working, und perhaps twenty or thirty 
leaning on the rail looking over of them. 
That is the way it 18 in the Ohuroh of 
God to-day; where you find one Christin 
hard at work, there are fifty men watch- 
ing the job. 

Oh! my friends, why do you not go to 
work and preach the Gospel? You suv,

mason's wall, The robe in whiclt you 
are to proclain this Gospel may be «a 
shoomaker'’s apCon, But woe unto you 
if you preach not this Gospel soue- 
whore, somehow! If this world is ever 
brought to Christ it will be through the 
unanimous and long-continuei efforts of 
men who, waiting for no spovial endows 
meut, consecrate to God what tiey 
have, Among the most u eless people 
in this world are men with ten talents, 
while many 4 ope with only tyro tulenta, 
or vo talent at all, is doing a groat work, 
aud so “the Jame take the prey.”

THE TRCE STORY OF THR WILLIAMS 
MURDER. 


Only Kobbery Intended, Marder Followed 
Resistance—The Men Helloved to Have 
Obtalaed a Cousidornbdle Sam of Money 
—The rrinoipals Stilt at Large. 


Toronto, Dec. 23.—James Williams 
and, his putative wife Eliza Wil- 
liams, who were murdered in their 
dwelling on the Middle Road, Tor- 
onto Township, on Thursday or Friday 
night of last week wero killed by burglars, 
who went to the place with the intention 
of robbing it, ». 

All other theories, including the one that 
the hired man had hand in the affair and 
the idiotic supposition which has been 
iterated and reiterated by some of the 

pers that the crime was committed or 

stigated by relatives who | expect- 
ed to profit 
death, may be dismissed at onve. 
The latter, in fact, was so bighly impro- 
bable from the outset that no person who 
canvassed the situation on the scene of the 
crime gave it any consideration. 

Nov only has it been established that the 
murder was committed by professional 
burglars, but Detective Greer is satisfied 
that he knows the men, for there were two 
of them who committed the deed. 

Three men are in custody, but the 
authorities are satisfied that none of the 
trio had anything to do with the perpetra- 
tion of the crime, although Butcher, the 
Little York milkman, may kuow the guilty 
partics. - ‘ 

The developments during the five anda 
half days which have clapsed since the dis- 
covery of the bodies of the victims lead the 
authorities to the following conclusions: 

Two professional burglars, who reside 
in this city, located tho Williams habitation 
some weeks ago. In making # tour of 
the country they became aware of he 
impression which was prevalent at Port 
Credit and Cooksville that the old couple 
wore misers, and that being afraid to trust 
the banks they kept their money» concealed 
about the house. 

They decided to loot the place, and 
visited it for that purpose either last fhurs- 
day or Friday night, What took place in 
the house is of course a scaled book, but 
the hypothesis of the detectives is that the 
old woman resisted the attempt to rob the 
premises, that # strugglo ensued, and -that 
the murder followed, ; The two men whom 
the detectives suspeotof tho murder,although 
young in years, are bolieved to be quite 
capable of not stopping short.at anything. 
The fact that money was found concealed in 
various nooks and corners after the murder 
has led to the supposition that the visitors 
got nocash. The discovery of the conceal- 
ed funds indicates directly tho opposite. 
The probability is that the aged victims 
had money seoreted in a good many more 

laces, and that the visitors came acrossa 
Tiree sum, were satisfied and left withous 
prosecuting tho search further, 

|They then hitched ups the horse and 
droye tu the city, They were observed 
driviog along King-street either on Thurs- 
day or Friday night on route cast. 

The atatement that the much-advertised 
young Englishman, and who, by the ‘way, 
may not be au Englishman, obtained his 
pointers ua to Williams’ residence from 
the hired man, Cory, whom he met in a 
York-street restaurant, is scouted. Cory 
never saw the two mon suspected of having 
committed the murder. Of this tact the 
detectives have abundant evidence. The 

Jot to rob the house was laid before the 
Fired man left, andthe man whom Cory 
says he met in York-streot was not one of 
the murderors. 

The report which has been giver so much 

rominence that one of the suspected mon 
i whom the detectives are looking was 
formerly employed ag a coachman with 
6. H. Janes ia not true, Tho man referred 
to was aubsequently employed by Sir 
Adolphe Caron at Ottawa, and returned to 
the city about a month ago. His uame is 
Walter North, A man answering the do- 
soription of one of the suspects was, how- 
ever, employed as a groom by Mr, Janes in 
the aummer of 1892. Whethor he was tho 
man or not has not yet beon established.

Tho prioetplos for 
the renovation of sooloty—for tho oreation 
of a now heaven ond a new earth—wore 
lald down by the gro-b Eoonomist nearly 
two thousand years ago. To those ro- 
ligtous poople who talk of tho povorty,dis. 
tress and sufferlog which arises from wrong 
social adjustments as deslgned and per- 
mitted by God to ft mon for a better lifo 
hereafter, a reply was made to the words 
of Ruskin, *‘To call tho confased wreck 
of social order and life brought aboud by 
malicious collusion and competition an 
arrangement of providence fs qalte one 
of the moat ‘insolent and wicked ways {n 
which {t fs possible to take the name of 
Godin valu.” That egolam and latrospec- 
tlon which so universally porvades re- 
ligtous thought, and ts constantly belng 
Inculcated, fa the greatest} power on earth 
to-day in hindering haman progress on the 


4 principles which Obrist taught. 


Mr. Ritchle proceeded to give a historl- 
cal aketch of the pertiBon of mya emiplorec 
and loyed, Ho pointed out thao the 
full tgisbdpation of the employed Is of 
very recent date even in Great Britafn. 
After the passage of the Employers and 
Workman's Act 1875, the then Prime 
Minlster sald, “Now for the first 
time in the history of the country the 
employer and og on sab under equal 
laws.” Up to this tlme labor had been 
hampered by arbitrary Jegal restrictions. 
Till within comparatively recent times, the 
employed were In a poaltion little botter 
than serfs, and When we go back of the 
middle ages, practically slavery prevalled 
throughout Europe. It Js only recently 
that socleby has come to recognize any way 
fully the right of a man to property in him- 
self, nob to say anything of his right of 
property in the product of his own labor, 
which organized soclety,as such,is as far se 
ever from recognizing. The speaker then 
went on ab some length to illustrate the 
economic changes which had been brought 
about through the application of the arte 
and sclences altering the modes of produc- 
tlon, and afterwards showed very fully by 
argument and Illustration how the employ- 
ed, though now—at Jeast in America and 
Great Bribaln— wore personally free, they are 
nob economically free, and that unless the 
existing soolal order ix no changed as to 
give them command of a jast proportion of 
what they produce, they may find thom- 
selves fn as evil & position as whon slaves, 
and perhaps even worke, He pointed out 
that there was no necessery antegonism be- 
tween ospital and labo, as many seem to 
think. Ospltel fs the saved ap produo}s 
‘of labor used with labor in production. 
The fallacy of the old economlats as tos 
wage fund was exposed. lo no fandament- 
al sense can labor be sald to be dependent 
on capital, capital is rather dependent on 
labor, for it is through labor that capital 
is first created, and without 1b ts used In 
conjunction with Jabor, 1t cannot be In- 
creased ab all, or even maintained, bub 
must cesse to exist. The injustloe, which 
it is admitted existe, Is nob in the capital- 
{et owlng little or much,.or doing with it 
what he pleases. Tho Injastice {s to bo 
found In the soclal order of things, on these 
wrong conditions which organized society 
permits and sanctions. Hero the speaker 
came to his main argument for the remov- 
al of the wrong. We have nob space to 
give suoh a synopals as would be noeded to 
make the meaning clear, Ib was maintain- 
ed that the relation of man to the 
earth itaelf and its resources is the reverse 
of natural order. Organized soolety has 
practically placed the control of the earth 
in the power of a _ few persons, 
which is at the base of all the other 
causes in bringing about the centralizing of 
what fs produced {n the hands of a com: 
paratively few and In large ofties. This, 
which {s at the very basis of the present 
social order, musb be changed and the 
earth and its resources must be placed In 
auch relations to humanity that all will 
be on an equal footing before God and In 
the eyea of tho law, In having acovas to the 
resources of the earth, without which no 
man can live. Ab present the greater num- 
ber have access only through the sufferance 
of the few. 

After the psper, which took an hour to 
read, an Interesting discussion took place 
in which Messrs, J. W. Johnson, T. Wills, 
L. W. Yeomans, T, Ewen, R. Richardson, 
Judge Fraleck and a number of other 
gentlemen took part. A very lively {nter- 
est is coming to be taken In this assoolation.

Major Forbes Safe and Welle Rr poeat- 
edly Defents the Zalnk, 


Carz Towx, Dec, 23.—Major Forbes; 
commanding the forcesin pursuit of King 
Lobenguala, tolegtaphed’to Gape'Town to. 
day saying ho had répeatedly beaten’ tha 
Matabeles and.that the British forces were 
safo and well, 

Despatches ‘sent from Thashlangani;on 
Deo, 13 and 14 say that many Mataboles 
Wore coming.in.abthat point to deliver up 
their guns and assegais, They were quita 
submissive, and gladly settled in the small 
kraals to which they ‘were ordered.

MoWhirrel is inclined to boast of his horse- 
matship and invariably talks on this subject 
to strangers, 

The movements of the assassin have been 
traced from 8 o'clock the afternoon of the 
murder until noon on Monday Inst. Where 
he bas been concealed tho detectives wil 
endeavor to discovér, Detectives Greer and 
Slemin have dono noble work thus far, and 
itis believed that succesa will ultimately 
crown their efforts, 


WHO M'WHIRREL IS: 
His History Since His Arrival 
Quebh Oty. | 


Walter MoWhirrel was first beard of ia 
Toronto in 1889, in November of whioh yoar 
he entered the employ of Mr, Frederick Thay- 
er, Deer Park, whore he remained until the fol- 
lowing March, when, he went to work asa 
man-servant for Mr, J. 8. Fullerton, Q, C,, 
Ayenue-road. Here he remained until the 
summer of 1891. He secured employ- 
ment with Mr. 8S. H. Janos as an 
assistant around tho stables, but in two days 
got into analtercation with Walter North, 
the pooschman, and was ‘dismissed from 
Mr, Janes’ service. He then obtained a 
situation as coanbman jwith Barrister J. 
Heighington, Sohiller -ayenue, Poplar 
Plains Road, He remalned. in the latter 
gentleman's employ until the first wook of 
August, 1892, when he was discharged, 
Mr. Heighingtob had been absent on a visit 
to England, and when ho returned discover, 
ed that MoWhbirrel bad been having a high 
old time at his employer's expense, He had 
been in the habit of driving Mr. Heighing- 
ton’s valuable horsg cp fe aud day, taking 
young ladies of tho neighborbood for drives, 
including o daughter of) Gardener Parks, 
whorls employed | with;"Mr, Charies H. Ed- 
wards of Avenue-road, and a daugh- 
ter of Mr, Brown, also am ogardener in 
the neighborbood/\Mr, Heighington's stra w- 
berry beds were. depleted for the 
delectation of the young ladies and other? 
depredations srere. porpetrated, Shortly — 
after bis discharge MoWhirrel returned to 
tho! tvighborhdbd of North Avyenue-road’ 
aud told Mr. Hoighingtou’s coachinan that 
he was unable to obtain work.’ He con- 
tinued to make his bauvts ia the locality, and 
sundry thefts, including the robbery of Mr, 
Clarence Gillespie, 302 Avenue-road, were 
Inid, justly.or unjustly, at bis door. la Bep- 
tember, 1893, about six weeks after bis dis- 
charge, be was arrested for the larcony of ao 
horse and rig from Notman's livery, Queon- 
street west, and the theft of §27 
from a fellow-boarder. He. was con- 
victed of both crimes and sentenced to 
six months’, incarceration in the Central 
Prison on each charge, the sentences to-rua 
concurrently. He. was discharged iu March 
last and although he has never slice been in 
the baods Of the police, the nuthorities claim 
that be bas beon following the avocation of 
a burglar. He retunned to, his old baunts 
nnd stated that be could not find employment 
in Torouto and bad decided to seturn t& 
Ottawa, where be was formerly employed 
with the aristocracy, and where he was sen-~ 
tenced in December, Lb8S, to six months 
in the Central Prison fup theft, He bad just 
been  relessed when be entered dir, 
Thayer's employment,) It Is believed that he 
has a sister in Ottawa, and while with Mr, 
Fullerton claimed ty send bis wages to her. 
Three ‘weeks ago, however, both Mr, 
Holgbington and his partuer, Mr. Johnston, 
saw McWhirrel in’ Kiog-atrect near York. 

“MoWobirrel [sone of the flnest horsemen 
lL ever mot in my life,” said’ Mr. Helghing- 
ton, “and walked and mounted a 
horse like a cavalry man. Ho was also 
thoroughly familiar with cavalry drill 
aud bad a suit of cavalr mon's 
clothes, I always believed that ts was an 
army boy and that he bad dynerted. He tiqd 
a pronounced English accent, but claimed ta 
be a Scotchman, although he said be had 
lived around Oxford a considerable time,

Gordon at Khartoum; that his/fathor and 
two brypthors were British soldiers and bad 
been ktiled in the Afgbanistau war. His 
only living relation, be said, was a mother in 
England,

ronto,

An Impertaot Arrest Whioh Throws More 
Light on the Oase, 


At To'clock Sunday night Detoctive Slomin 
walked into Headquarters Pollce Station 
with Jobn Walker, alias Kenzie. This Is 
the young fellow who drove with the ‘young 
Englishman,” as be is called, to Butcher's 
bouse op Saturday morolng with Williams’ 
horse and cutter. 

At3 ololoock’ Sunday morning Deteotive 
Slemin received a telegram fro.a Constable 
Williams of Havelock, a small station 
on the C.P.R. 30 miles east of 
Poeterboro, that he had arrested a young 
man answering the description of 
ove of the men who were soon with the Wil- 
liams’ borse at Little York, Through the 
courtesy of the C.P.R. officials Mr. Slomin 
was able to leave the city atSa.m., get the 
prisoner and return to the city at 7 p,m. 

John Kengle, or Walker, bas been in the 
hands of the police before, In the rogues’ 
gallery ot headquarters he ia known ns No. 
1457, age 20, height 5 ft. 6 {o., dark complex- 
ion aude hair, right eye gone, large nose, low 
forehead, Englisb. Two yoars ago 
a warrant wos issued for his 
arrest on ao charge of stealing a gun from 
James Herbert, 107 Teraulay-street, A year 
ogo he was wanted at Peterboro on a charge 
of larceny. On Dec, It Jast he was arrested 
for having in bis possession a set of Dickeus’ 
works, H+ could give no satisfactory ex- 
planation as to bow he came by them. Ha 
was brought before Magistrate Denison and 
remanded until the 21 ts, 

On Dec. 14 be wan allowed out 
on his own bai. After leaving 
the Police Station he hung arouad 
town, BotweenQand 10 o'clock at night 
he drop into Fitzgerald's Motel, York- 
street, 6 was stopping At Tobin's, While 
in Fitzgerald's be got into conversation with 
aman whom he did not know, but who gave 
his nameas McGuire, This man was Walter 
McWhirrel MoWhirrel told Walker that 
he had a horse to sell,and asked if he could 
flnd a purcheser, Walker said be knew a 
man named Donoghue near Little York who 
might purchase it. They separated for the 
night, Walker going to Tobin's) and Me- 
Whirrel remaining at Fitzgerald's, Friday 
morning they bad breakfast. together at 
‘Tobin's. 

At ll o'olock the same morning MoWhir- 
rel told Walker he bad to go up near the 
Exhibition Grounds to meet a man who had 
driven in with bim from the oountry the 
day before, When Walker first met Mo-

During the 
conversation the Middle-road murder was 
brought up and Mr, Cleghorn produced 
from his pocket a copy of Monday's World 
containing the picture of McWhirrel, The 
likeness was immediately recognized 

“Why,” said young Angus Secor, "that 
is Harry Stableford’s hired man, Billy Mo- 
Whirrel!” 

Thin aroused Mr, Cleghorn’s cariosity, 
and the matier was more or less a subject of 
discussion throughout the afternoon. In 
the evening Mr. Cleghorn suggested that 
they walk over to Mr. Stableford’s after 
supper and have a look at MoWhirrel. 

On the Saturday before Mr. Secor hada 
talk with McWhirrel with a view of en- 
gaging him for the winter, but the arrange- 
ments had not been concluded. This, 
Messrs. Cleghorn and Angus Secor thought, 
would answer as an excuse for their visit. 

They arrived at Stabloford’s about 7 30 
p.m, Both Stableford and McWhircrel were 
outside doing the waual chores together, 
When they reached the house the dog 
barked. .McWhirrel made the excuse to 
go into the house tor the other lantern. He 
went in and took ao. look at the 
callers and réturned to holp 
finish =the work.

Mr. aod Mra, Stableford, who are  good- 
hearted, hospitable, — triondly Euglish 
couple, wore very much surprised at the 
arrest of MoWhirrel, ‘They both spoke in 
tho highest terma of Me\Vhicrel yesterday 
toa World reporter. ‘They said he was an 
attentive ant industrious young fellow, 
alwoys ngrooable and willing to assist in 
avy kind of work about the place. He 
took excellent care of the stock, was kind 
to the children, and always seomed 
cheerful and happy. During the time 
he was with them he only took 
ons doy to himself. That day ho 
spent in the city. While with the 
Stableforda he corresponded regularly with 
Miss Fanny Parks of Deer Park. 

MoWhirrel often Bpeds of his former 
life. Ho said ho was born on the Clyde. 
Mrs. Stableford thinks Greenock was 
the place he mentioned, but was 
not cortain. He claimed to be the son of a 
lieutenant in the English army who was 
killed ia the Zulu war. He said he had a 
sister in Ottawa at one time who taught

He wrote a letter, 
but no one saw to whom it was addressed, 

When McWhirrel arrived at Stabletord’s 
on the Ilth he wore a new suit of clothes 
and a fawn frieze overcoat and stiff hat, 
When he returned on the 2lat he wore the 
famous peajacket and the pair of trousers 
that he had when he first left the house, 
the overcoat and a brown fedora hat. 
They never aiw the peajacket before 
not never saw him with an_ imita- 
tion fur cap of any kind. During his Inst 
stay with the Stableford’s he never men- 
tioned the murder, and they had ovly heard 
a faintrumor of it, as they only subscribe 
fora weekly paper, and seldom or never seo 
a daily, They are quiet, epaeen ming 
people, earning a comfortable living an 
minding their own business. 

Although McWhirrel said nothing of 
the murder to them, after the visit of 
Mensrs, Secor and Cleghorn on Christmas 
night, he walked to the farm of R. P. Lin- 
tou, «a mile distant, and had sa 
talk with George Jinks, the hired 
man, He brought up the asybject 
of the murder and commented on the 
crime, He seid, *‘Whata terrible thing 
thie murder is! The man who did itshould 
be hanged.” 

It will be remembered that when Mc. 
Whirrel left Stabloford’s at the expira- 
tion of his engagement, he took 
away a black stick, with the 
peculiar heat already described. When 
he returned the last time. he brought back 
the head only... The stick had got broken, 
he said, When his clfecta were taken from 
the house Monday evening the head of the 
cane was overlooked, Yesterday a World 
reporter took charge of it, and will hand it 
over to the detectives to-day, 

When McWhirrel was on his way from 
Toronto to Stableford’s on Tharsday last he 
rode from the Halfway House to the second 
tollgate with George Coathup, who works 
for Jolin Herron of Highland Creek. 

Mr. Thompson Jackson, a prominent 
farmer in Scarboro, gave McWhirrel a good 
charactor, in fact everyboly did with the 
exception of Mra. Curtii, who is a ne'ph hag 
of the Stablefords, She was not surprised, 
as sho always considered him a loose sort ot 
a fellow, and be bad pothing on his Lack 
when he camo there and had no references.

MoWhirrel from his picture. Among 
the number wero Mr. Denning, -pro- 
prietor ot the restaurant in Bay atrent ; 
George Ashdown, who keops an eating 
house at 106 Church stree!; Miss Brown of 
Avenue-road, and Mrs. Dorion of 492 Man- 
nivg-avenue, As soon os Miss Brown saw 
the picture of MeWhirrel in The World 
Christmas morving she came down town 
and told tho detective department an in- 
teresting story, It was the firat knowledge 
they bad that McWhirrel did not leave tue 
city on Monday. Miss Brown, who, by the 
way, called at The World and requested a 
contradiction of the statement that Mc-

TROOPS AND MOB FIGHT.

A Riot Ariacs Out of the Anti Tax Agita 
tion In Palerme, 

PaLermo, Doo, 27.—Leroaradi Freddi, 
the sooneSaturday of a fight between a mob 
and a body of troops, growing out of “the 
anti-tax agitation, last night witnessed a 
more serious affray in which four persous 
were killed and many wounded, The fight 
Baturday, in which two persons wore 
wounded, farther inflamed tho anger of tho 
people and last evening they determined 
to make another demonstration aygainet 
the odious octroi tax and the municipa 
councillors who insiated upon its enforce: 
ment. A largo crowd gathered and parad- 
ed the streotaand finally became so rivtous 
that a body of troops were dispatched to 
disperse them, ‘The troops Attempted to 
clear tho strocts, Whereupon they wero set 
apon by the rioters, who attacked thom 
with stones. and other missiles; Ine sol- 
diers, who were supplied with ball car- 
tridge, were ordered to fre upon the 
crowd and they poured a volley into 
tho ranka of the riovers, the effects of which 
caused most of the latter to flee in dismay, 
Four of their number wero left dead in tho 
atreot, while many others foll to the ground 
more or leas seriously wounded, Great ¢x- 
citement prevailed in the town and it inny 
bo that further trouble will occur when the 
funerals of the victims are held. 

During an anti-tax riot at Terrasin, near 
this city, the octroi offices were act jon fire 
and completely destroyed, A riot was 
caused in Valguarnera today by a police 
comminsary arresting a Socialist, who was 
preaching revolt, A thousand men and 
women stormed the gendarmes barracks in 
an attempt to resone the prisoner, but were 
repulsed. ‘The mob atterward set fire to 
the town hall, the postoflice, the magia- 
trate’s office and the residences of the 
mayor, police commissary and sevoral citi- 
rons, all of which were badly damaged or 
destroved. 


THE COUGHLAN TRIAL. 


Continuation of the Kxaminntion at Chi- 
cage Vesterday. 


Cricago, Dec, 27.—The cross-examina- 
tion of Mrs, Andrew Foy was continued in 
the Coughlin trial yesterday by Ex-Judge 
Wing. Counsel took up tho examination 
at the point where Mrs. Foy swore to Mar- 
tin Burke passing her house on the night of 
May 9, while she, her husband and several 
other persons were sitting on the front 
steps. Foy followed Burke and entered 
into conversation with him. The defence 
obtained from the witness the names and 
addresses of all the Irishmen who 
were sitting on the steps of 
the Foy residence that night besides her 
husband, One ot them, Michael O'Connor, 
tho witness said, isa member of the police 
force in this city. The dofence intends to 
make witnesses out of any of these men 
who will swear contrary \o Mrs, Foy’s ten- 
timony. It is expected to iapeach her in 
that way and Cooghlio’s lawyers ore con- 
sidoring the advisability of putting the de- 

fondant on the stand in this connection, 
‘Mr. | Wing tripped the — witness 
once and confused her for the 
firet time, She testified Inst week, 
-although not in reply to a question,that her 
husband and Cougnlin never closed the 
door of the secret conference room in tho 
Foy houseafter the night of the murder. 
To-day she said the door was closed alter 
her the night of May 10, when her husband 
land Coughlin were talking in low tones in 


tho frontroom. After May 4, she said, Foy 
and Conghlin were ‘always talking about 
finding the body” when they mot at her 
house. She was able to catch the tenor of 
their conversation, because every night she 
went into the room to ‘mind the baby.” 
The witness reiterated the significant con- 
versation which she had with the defend- 
ant tho night of May 12 when her husband 
was away from home, and she was afraid 
ahe had been arrested. She added to the 
gttory by saying Coughlin told her to have 
no fear, that she would be well taken care 
(: by his friend, Alexander Sullivan, and 
that nobody knew who killed the dootor, 
The Apple Trade Booming.

MacWhorrell in Fitggorald’s Hotel and ac- 
companiod him to Buteher’s. 

Joux Cory, the Williams’ hired mao, 

High Constable ~Horat arrived from 
Brampton at 10 o'clock with Butcher and 
Cory, but comparatively little excite- 
mont characterized their arrival, When 
the cab from Toronto conteining Detective 
Greer put in an appearance at noon with 
MacWherrell and Walker, howevor, thore 
was wcrush io front of the Revore House 
of people anxious to get aglimpse of the 
man suspected of theratrocions crime. It 
was with the greatést difficulty that offi- 
cera and prisoners could’ make their way 
into the hotel, and a few hot-headed people 
unwisely oalled ont, “Lynch him! lynoh 
him!” On the road from Toronto to Cooka- 
ville the prisoners did not converse of the 
murder at all. MacWhorrell complained of 
a soyere headacho, and nearing his destina- 
tion began to break down, but young 
Walker commenceds cracking jokes and he 
livened up somewhat, 

The inquest was preliminarily opened be- 
fore Coroner Heggie of Brampton at the 
Revere House, but owing to the great 
throng present was adjourned tothe Agricul- 
tural Hall after Mr. T. C. Robinette, 
counsel-for:the~ accused; had obtained’ an 
order from the Coroner that the prisoners 
should meantime bo kept apart. 

The Agricultural Hall was crowded to 
the doors. When the prisoners entered 
there was again a straining of necks to catch 
a glimpse of MacWherrell MacWherrell, 
whose eyes indicated that he had passed a 
sleepless night, walked nonchalantly down 
the aisle, chewingtobacco vigoroysly. He, 
with the other three prisoners, was placed 
on the platform, facing the audience, Mr. 
T. C. Robinette appeared for MacWherrell 
and Mr. Waltet Morphy of Brampioa for 
Butcher. The other prisoners were not 
opresented. 

While Coroner! Hogmie briefly reviewed 
the testimony taken at the previous en- 
quiry the prisorers listened attentively, 
aod John Cory, the hired man, looked up 
sharply when the Coroner said hia evidence 
was not altogether satisfactory.

Loxpon, Dec. 28.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
said yesterday in a review of the year’s 
trade of Great Britain: ‘General trade has 
been worse than in 1892, Last year ended 
with en epormous loss of imports and ex- 
ports, but os 1898 draws to a_ close 
1892 seems brighter when compared

cotntry’s industries. In the first 11 months 
of 1893 imports declined over £17,500, 000 
as compared with the first Il 
months of 1882, while exports were reduced 
£6,500, 000. Tobacco imports in- 
creased £67,000 and imported oils 
aud German articles increased £600,000, 
These are the only exceptions to 
the general decline, The exports of food, 
drink, chemicals and machinery increased. 
Tho yarns and textile fabrics exported 
decrensal  £2,745,000, The coul  ex- 
ported decreased £2,250,000. Before 
the coal strike industry showed brighter 
signa. ‘Che cotton trade especially sutlered 
from the coat strike “and inereded foreiga 
competition. Ouly 10,000,000 hundred- 
weights ot raw cotton were purchased, 
Whereas during the first 11 months of 1892 
a similar Amooot was obtained from the 
United Stites alone. There hax been an 
uubroken decline since ISL in the quantity 
and quality of these for the east, 
although'most European countries have in- 
creased Lhair for cotten gooda, 
and the returus show a mack: d improve- 
ment.

The Bobcaygeon Independent saya: Sev- 
eral teams have gone north during the 
week to work Ip the Gilmour lamberlng 
camps, Som the teams came from near 
Trenton, and were two deys reaching here. 
The distance from heré to the farthest of 
the ten camps which Gilmours have to 
work In the towaship of Peck Is about 90 
miles, and will ocoupy about three doys. 
It is sald $1,60 ao day ts paid team and 
driver, the firm supplying slelghs and 
chains. Messrs. Howry & Sons, who are 
operating in Monmouth, have taken In 
thelr own horses, and employ drivers only, 
The plan of this firm ts to okid along a malo 
road, which Is kept loed and In fine order. 
The slelghs are of special construction, the 
runners belng of extra width, and the bunks 
thirteen feet wide. On these the logs are 
stacked, and the loads that are put up aro 
astonishing.

MacoWherroll, oow in Brampton = jail 
awaiting trial for the murder of James 
Williawes and his wife in the Middle-road, 
Torouta Towvship, basa fightiog chance of 
escaping conviction, unless evidence is 
forthcomiog to prove that ho was in the 
house of the old people on the evening of 
Thareday, Dec. 14, Detectives Greer and 
Slemin have worked up a strong case of 
circumstantial evidence aguinat the uooused, 
which tenda to show that he waa the man 
who committed the murder, but there is 
still a vital point missing, which requires to 
be cleared up before a conviction can be 
hoped to be secured. All cases ot circum: 
stantial evidence depend upon the strength 
of the weakest link in the chain, and no- 
body knows this botter than the officers who 
make the detection of crime a business. 

Evidence bas already been produced to 
show that MaoWhorrell met Cory, the 
hired man, in Fitzgerald's Hotol, York- 
atreot, on Sho evening of the day preceding 
the murder, when Cory told him of the fact 
that ho had left Williams’ employment, 

It has also bétn proven that Patrick 
Doherty, George Doath, J. D. Hickey and 
Mrs, Eliza McKay met and spoke to Mav- 
Wherrell on the day of the murder on 
the Lake Shore and Middle-roads. ‘To 
all of thom he said that hoe was looking for 
the house of the Williams’. The last place 
ho called was at the residence of Mrs Me- 
Kay, in the Middle-road, within a fow 
hundred yards of the Williams p'ace. 
Many of those who saw MacWherrell stato 
that be carried ashort cane, It is with 
this cane that Detective Greer expects to 
connect MacWherrell with the murder, 
When the prisoner's counsel is confronted 
with the evidence in- possession of the 
crown proving that he mada the trip to the 
Williams’ farm and that he took the horse 
and cutter belonging to the murdered 
colple to Batcher’s and subsequently sold 
the horse to Lawrie, it is believed that the 
prisoner will admit not only the salo 
of the rig and hia presence in the vicinity, 
but will dony the murder, It is to connect 
him with the commission of the crime that 
Detective Greer is now devoting his whole 
attention 

It will be remembered that after the dis- 
covery of the murder 4 pipo stem, brokeu 
in three pieces, was foun on the floor 
near the chair in which the murdered mau 
was -acated, As Williams never used 
toluceo the pipe could not have belonged to 
him. Noitbers did it belong to the hired 
man, John Cory, as he sweara that ho never 
smoked all the time that he was employed 
with the Williams’, as the old man expressly 
forbade smoking around the premises, The 
interence is—und Detective Greer is positive 
that, in this instance at least, the inferenoe 
is correct—that the pipe belonged to the 
murderer, Evidence has been secured that 
MacWhertell smoked a pipe answering the 
description of the one found, and it is ex- 


‘pected that before the ange comes to trial 


the s¢otiona of the pipe found will be posi- 
tively identified as having been seen in the 
possession of the prisoner. 

What will prove the most important link 
in the chain, however, 1s tho knob of the 
crop or riding whip which was found 
in MacWhorrell’s room at the residence of 
Mr. Stableford at Woburs, where tho 
accused was arrested, and an etching of 
which we publish.

This knob has a history. In 1880 Mr, J. 
Heighington, barrister, purchased a riding 
whip surmounted by this knob from Lugs- 
din & Barnett, harneas makers, 115 Yongo- 
street. The knob wasao heavy, however, 
that Mr. Heighiogton, who atill sticks to 
the old-fashioned style of holding the reins 
in two hands when he is riding, found it 
cumbersome and discarded it, presenting it 
to hisson. The latter decided to cangtruat 
a cane, and utilizing the knob for a handle, 
out down an old-fashioned riding whip in 
order to make a stork. He discarded the 
whalobone and used the  hair-covered 
wooden portion for the purpose, Subse. 
quently MacWherroll, who was thon in the 
employ of Mr, Heighington, traded a small 
riding whip with young Heighington for the 
article which he had manutactured, ‘‘lt 
wasn most formidable weapon,” said Mr, 
Heighington yesterday, ‘aud a man having 
it in his hand was really tempted to use it. 
It was MaoWherroll’s inseparablo com 
panion, Ho never went out a night with 
outcarrying it with him.” A reporter: 
yesterday showed Mr, Hoighington the 
knob found in MacWherrell's room at 
Stabloford’s and be anhositatingly rocog- 
nized it. 

Mrs. Eliza MoKay, at whose house Mao 
Whierrell called at 5 p.m. the day of the 
murder, statos positively that ho carried a 
short cane, (The cane described by Mr, 
Heighington was not more than two feet in 
longth.) 

The Theory of the Sturdor 

The theory of the prosecution as to the 
commission of the murder is briefly this 
MaoWherrell met Cory in Fitzgerald's Hotel 
in York-street Wednesday night. Whether 
or not the hired man told him that the old 
couple kept their money conoealad in the 
house is pot as yet known, since Cory has 
mado no statement to this effect. At all 
events, from what Oory told him, Mao 
Wherrell started for the Williams place, 
meeting Doherty, Primrose, Hickey, 
Death and Mrs. MoKay on route. He 
carried with him the crop with tho brass 
head. On arrival at Williame’ he knocked 
at the front door, aad receiving 010 anewer 

walked around to the baok,the tracks in the 
anow showing the course he took He was 
admitted by the rear door, aod asking for 
work waatold by Mra, Williams that they 
did not want a hired man 
bat o pea jacket and was noarly frozen 
(Death and Mrs. MoKay testify that he 
looked almost frozen.)

The only Wp found in the 
house was atill reating on the tea table at 
the old man’s elbow when tho bodies were 
discovered, It is contended that had the 
murderer taken the ‘amp to search the 
house he would not have carefully placed it 
back on the table, since the fact of his 
dragging the old woinen into the pantry 
and covering the head of the old nan with 
a coat showed that he wished to 
hide the gaping wounls from aight 
when he passed through the kitohon 
to leave by the back door, He then, 
acoording to the proscoution, went to the 
barn, hitched up the horso and drove to- 
wards Toronto, 

Where the horse was put up on Thuraday 
night (the night the murder is supposed to 
have been committed) is another missing 
link in the chain whith Detective Greer 
expects to establish in a day ortwo. When 
the horse was driven tothe Armory Hotel in 
Jarvis-stroot on Friday night it looked as ifit 
had been driven a long distance. How tar 
the officers expect Lo ascertain to day. 

Tho supposition that two mon were con- 
cerned in the crime has been abandoned, 
It is argued that were such the fact the old 
couple would never have been killed, but 
would have beon tied up. 

Iv is with a view of meeting the defence 
which, it is believed, will ba set up that 
MacWherrell did journey along the Lake 
Shore and Middle-roads and did call at 
Williams’ but never entered the house, 
that the prosecution are putting forth every 
offort. 

When MacWherrell left Stableford’s he 
carried the cane with him. Whon he re- 
turned he only had the knob and said the 
cane had got broken, Detective Greer will 
have a thorough search made of the 
Williams house anil vicinity to-day to see 
if any portions of the cane can be found, 

Itis believed that MacWherrell will tell 
all he knows about the case, ‘He has the 
white feather,” said Mr. Heighington lost

night. ‘‘Although he is lively, anda man 


of ungovernable temper, he is easily cowed 
by any person in authority.” 

Whon MacWherrell was discharged from 
Barrister Heighington’s, he left behind him 
a Bible in which the Lord’s Prayer was 
written, presumably by himself. 

The Ontario Government and the County 
of Peel should unite in granting a sub- 
stantial reward to Mr. Angus Secor of Wo- 
burn, to whom is duo the credit of the ar- 
rest of MscWherrell. 

The detectives have found in a second- 
hand store a pair of ‘‘gum” boots, which 
they think were sold by MaoWherrell, It 
will ba remembered that Jack Walker said 
MacWhorrell wore a pair of long rubber 
boots on Friday, the 15th. ©

TALMAGE CHRISTMAS SERMON IN 


BROOKLYN TABERNACLE, 


“lL Am the Bright and Morning Star’ — 


An Eloquent Address on the Grentent 


of all Human Fostivaie—the 


That the Groat Kvent Teaches Man- 


kind, 


BRrookian, Dec, 24,—In the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle to-day, a great audience as- 
sembled to participate ip the Christmas 
Bervices. Standing before the orpan 
festooned with Christias greens, this 
derinon was delivered by Rey. Dr. Tal 
mage after the throng had sang : “The 
Star of Bethlohem.” ‘Text, Rev, 22; 
16, “I am the bright ond the morning 
elar.”” 

Thw is Christmas Eve, Our attention 
and the attention of the world isilrawn 
to the star that pointed down tothe car- 
avansary where Christ was born, But 
do not let us forget that Christ Himself 
wasastar, To that luminous fact my 
text calls us, 

It seems as if the natural world were 
anxious to make up for the damage it 
did our race ip turnishing the forbidden 
fruit. If that fruit wrought death among 
the nations, now all the natural pro- 
ducts shall become a symbol of blessing. 
The showering down of the wealth of the 
orchard will biake us think of Him 
whom Solomon describes as the apple 
tree amonug the trees of the wood ; and 
the flowers of tangled glen and cultured 
parterre shall be the déw-glinted gar- 
iand for the brow of tho Lord Jesus, 
Yes, even the night shall be taxed, and 
its brightest star shall be set asa gem in 
the coronet of our holy religion. 

Have you eyer seen the morning star 
advantageoualy? If it was on your way 
home from a night's carousal you saw 
none ot its beautyy JGyou: merely turn- 
éd over on your pillow in the darkness, 
glancing out of your window, you know 
nothing about the cheerful influeuce of 
the star, But there are many in this 
house to-night who, in great passes of 
their life, some of them far out at sea, 
have gozed-at-that star and-beon thrilled 
through with indéscribable gladness, 
That star comes trembling, as though 
with the perils of the darkness, and yet 
bright with the anticipation of the day, 
It seonis emotional with all tenderness, 
its eves filled with the tears of many 
sorrows.’ It is the gem on the hand of 
the morning thrust up to signal its 
coming. Other stars ate dim, like holy 
candles in a cathertril, or silver beads 
counted in supefstitiows titiny ; but this 
is a living star, & speakiug star, an his- 
toric star, an évabgelistio star—bright, 
and brilliant, and) pigdipnant symbol 
of the great Redeemer The telegraphic 
operator puls jis finger on the silver key 
of the electric ivstrument, and the tid- 
ings fly across the continent; and so it 
seems to me that the finger of inspir- 
ation is placed upon this silver point in 
the heavens, and it tlirills through all 
the earthi—‘'Bebold, I bring ‘you good 
tidings of great i) which sliall be to 
all people. Behold! I am the bright 
and morning star.” Thé meaning of 
my text is this:—As the morning star 
precedes and promises the coming of 
the day, so Christ heralds the natural 
and spiritual dawn; 

In the first place, Christ heralded the 
coming of the creation, There was a 
time when there was no order, no sonnd 
of beauty. No wing stirred. No word 
was uttered, No lightsped. As far as 
God could look up, as far down, as far 
out, there was nothing. Iminensurable 
solitude, Height and depth, and length, 
and breadth of nothingness, Did Christ 
then exist? Oh, yes. “By Him were 
all things made that were made; things 
in heaven and things in earth, and 
things under the eartl:."” Yes, He ante- 
dated the creution, He Jed forth Arc- 
turus and his sons, He shone before the 
firet morning. His voice was heard in 
the concert when the niorning stars ser- 
enaded the adyent of our infant earth, 
when, wrapped in swaddling clothes of 
light, it iy in the arma of the great 
Jehovah. He saw the first fountain 
laid. He saw the first light kindled, 
That hand, which was afterwards 
crushed upon the cross, was thrust into 
chaos, and it brouglit out one world and 
swuug it in that orbit; and brought out 
another world abd swung it in another 
orbit; and brought out all the worlds 
and swung thém in their particular 
orbits, They came like sheep at the call 
ofa shepherd. They knew His voice, 
and He called them all by their names. 
Oh, it is an interesting thought to me to 
know that Clirist had something to do 
with the creation. I see now why it 
wasso easy for Him to change water 
into wine. He first created the water, 
I see now why it was so easy for Him to 
cure the maniac; He first created the 
intellect, _Isee now why it was so eas 
for Him to hush the tempest; He san 
Goennesaret, I seo now why it was so 
easy for Him to swing fish into Simon's 
net; He mude the fish, I soe now why 
it was so easy for Him to give sight to 
the blind’man; He created the optic 
nerve, Iseenow why it was 60 easy 
for him to raise Lazarus from the dead; 
He created the body of Lazarus and the 
rock that slut him in, Some suppose 
that Christ came a stranger to Bethle- 
hem, Oh, no, He created the shep- 
herds, and the flocks they watched, and 
the hillaon which they pastured, and 
the heavens that over-arched their heads, 
and the angels that chanted the chorus 
on that Christmas night. That hand, 
which was afterward nailed to the cross, 
wasan omoipotent and creative hand, 
and the whole universe was poised on 
the tip of one of His fingers, Before the 
world was, Christ was, All the worlds 
came trooping up out of the darknoss, 
and he greeted them as a father greets 
his children, with a ‘‘good-morning,” 
ora “good-night.” Hail, Lord Jesus, 
morning star of the first creation. 

Again, Christ heralds the dawn of 
confort in a Christian soul. Sometimes 

we come to passes in life where all 
kinds of tribulations meet us, You are 
building up somo great enterprise, 
have built the foundation—the wall— 
you are just about to put on the cap- 
stone, when everything je demolished. 
You have a harp all strung for sweetest 
it, There is a little voloe hushed in the 
household. Blue eye closed Color 
dashed out of the cheek. The foot 
still, Instead of the quick foot in the 
hall, the heavy tread of those who 
march to the grave, Oh, what are poo- 
ple to do amid all these sorrows? Some 
sit down and mourn, Some bite there 
lip until the blood comes Some wring 
their pale hands, fall on their 
faces, Some lic on their backs helpless, 
and look up into what seema to them an 
unpitying Bin ven, Some pull their linis 
down over their eyes, avd look throu
